Bebermeyer, Brown County, Kansas, 
sets his terracing machine as he begins 
another terrace. Hurshal Boyd of the 
Soil Conservation Service finishes 
laying it out with a surveyor’s level 
Five and one-half miles of terrace 
curve over the 240-acre farm.

The Bebermeyers have had a Soil 
Conservation Service farm plan since 
the district was organized in 1940. 
loday, Chester's father, C W. 
Bebermeyer, is secretary-treasurer of 
the county Soil Conservation District 
Board of Supervisors. He and Mrs. 
Bebermeyer, along with other mem- 
bers of the Brown County soil con- 
servation district board, recently 
were awarded an all-expenses-paid 
vacation to Litchfield) Park, near 
Phoenix, Arizona. They won the free 
trip for having the best conservancy 
district in Kansas 

Besides continuing the conservation 
practices his father established, the 
younger Bebermeyer has found that 
heavy fertilization pays. He put 200 
pounds of nitrogen on every acre of 
corn in 1952, and 150 pounds of 
10-20-0 fertilizer on all oats and wheat- 
land. His rotation is corn, oats, wheat, 
and clover hay. He feeds about 50 
steers and keeps 15 beef cows. 

Chester took over the home place 
in 1948. Following World War II he 
returned to the farm and married a 
wirl from a neighboring farm. ‘They 
now live in their remodeled home 


with a daughter, 2'9.— Stan Geiser,

Spring planting 


More feed grains, hay, and grass; less 
wheat, cotton, and oilseeds. That’s the 
sum total of the goals recently an- 
nounced by U.S.D.A. for spring-seed- 
ed crops. 

Considerations are: (1) continued 
high demand here at home for meat, 
milk, and eggs; and (2) a declining 
demand for export crops. 

Consumer buying of food and cloth- 
ing has been topping previous records, 
This buying is expected to continue 
high so long as industrial production 
for civilian and defense needs stays up. 

Disturbing note is continued failure 
of the prices you receive to reflect more of the 
prices consumers pay. Your share of the 
consumer’s food dollar this winter was 


only 46 cents—-a postwar low. 


More feed 


Some feed will be added to the carry- 
over this year, but the Department of 
Agriculture says output should be in- 
creased: (1) to support high produc- 
tion of livestock and livestock products 
for a rapidly growing population; and 
(2) to build a reserve against future 
needs 

Production goal for corn is 3,350 
million bushels compared with last 
year’s 3,307 million. If Cornbelt crop 
is as bie as last year’s, the national 
total could set a new high record be- 
cause a much bigger 1953 crop ts expected 
outside the Cornbelt 

Goal for oats is 1,335 million bushels 

a 5-percent increase over 1952. This 
could be obtained without any boost in 
acreage, counting on better yields this 
year, 

Bie increase is wanted in grain sor- 
ghums. Where sorghums are adapted, 
farmers are urged to plant them on 
abandoned wheat acreage and on land 


taken out of cotton. 
Wheat prospects 


Most of the wheat exported to date this 


year has moved under International 
Wheat Agreement quotas Continued 
at this rate, the total exports would be 
less than 300 million bushels for the en- 
tire season—compared with last year’s 
475 million 


At the same time, the supply of 


wheat outside of C.C.C. loan and 
owned stocks is growing tighter

Corn calues down 


Corn prices faded on unexpected news 
that hogmen were planning to produce 
the smallest spring pig crop in 15 
years—a crop of only 48 million head. 
That's a 15-percent cut from 1952. 

This big reduction on top of an 11- 
percent cut in last fall’s pig crop re- 
duced probable disappearance of corn 
and boosted corn carryover prospects 
next October to around 650 million 
bushels. 

Just the same, corn is likely to sell 
higher before new crop comes in, be- 
cause most of the carryover will be 
under seal. Meanwhile, pressure will 
be on C.C.C. to release corn to ease a 
tight market supply situation. 


Mog supplies reduced 


Market supplies during March, April, 
and May will be smaller than they 
were a year earlier. 

This is indicated by the farrowings 
last fall. Fall 


showed the following reductions from 


farrowings by months 
12 months before: August, 10 percent; 
September, 20 percent; and October, 
25 percent. Farmers plan to cut the 
spring crop 15 percent under 1952, 
and 23 percent below 1951 

The resulting slash in market supplies 
will make for strong price prospects next 
summer and fall. However, larger sup- 
plies of beef may limit advances in hog 
prices. 


Record cattle numbers 


Farms and ranches have more cattle 
and calves than ever before—in spite 
of increased slaughter. A further rise is 
to be expected this year even though 
slaughter increases as much as 15 per- 
cent above the 1952 kill. 

B.A.E. looks for seasonal price in- 
creases for medium- and lower-quality 


cattle by late winter and spring—and 


for seasonal decline in the higher 
grades through spring. Cattle prices may 
be more stable in second half of 1953 than 
they were in 1952. 

This year the cutback in hog pro- 
duction will tend to channel more con- 
sumer demand to the lower grades of 
beef—and thus support the prices of 
the lower grades of cattle. 

Fewer oilseeds 
U.S.D.A. is suggesting a 4-percent cut 
in soybean acreage this year, to prevent

A 13-percent cut in flaxseed acreage 
also is proposed, because stocks of lin- 
seed oil at the beginning of 1953-54 
will equal a year’s normal require- 
ments.

Dairy confusion 


The breakdown of restrictions on the 
sale of colored oleomargarine is almost 
complete, Sales of margarine are practi- 
cally equal to those of butter when figured 
on a per capita basis, Now animal fats 
other than butterfat are showing up in ice 
cream in states prohibiting substitution of 
vegetable fats. Excessive supplies and low 
prices for tallow and lard make it certain 
animal fats will be pushed vigorously 
And now dried skim milk from abroad is 
grabbing the opportunities for that mar- 
ket outlet of dairymen! 

In the face of difficulty, dairymen are 
raising a larger than usual number of 
heifers. They are right in anticipating 
rising needs for fluid milk by a growing 
population insistent upon high-quality 
food. But will dairymen be willing to ac- 
cept iree competition within their own 
country? We are a long way from it now 
Unless there is a breakdown of local ob- 
stacles, only a few dairymen can hope to 
enjoy the full benefit of an expanding 
market for fluid milk. Confusion is the 
most depressing factor in the dairy out- 
look this spring 


Trust the farmer 


For long vears, | have served on agri- 
cultural committees notable for their lack 
of real farmers. [| mean you men who 


took your chances on the land and suc-

Of course, show animals are only a 
drop in the fat bucket. It’s the thousands 
of wastefully fat hogs and beef cattle that 
use up so much precious corn without re- 
turning edible meat. My last rolled rib 
roast was two-thirds tallow, and pork 
loin roasts are too greasy to be an econom- 
ical meat for a family. It’s easy to under- 
stand the astonishing rise in popularity of 
poultry meat. Give the consumer meat 
and less fat. The extra corn acreage would 
not then be needed.

Its 400 pages cover the 
freezer front from size to buy and packag- 
ing systems on through 700 recipes for 
frozen foods and a 24-page index. 


Another fine litte book for home- 
builders and fixer-uppers is Ideas for 
Bookcases and Bookshelves (Lane Pub- 
lishing Co., Menlo Park, California, $1). 
Books can be a storage problem around 
the house if you don’t have adequate 
shelving. And this book shows more than 
100 ways by which bookcases become in- 
tegral and attractive sections of the living 
room, kitchen, den, or bedroom. Books, 
knickknacks, records, radio, television, 
and magazines all whisk right into the in- 
terior-decoration scheme with bookcase 
units that most husbands can build. 


Since spring seems to be the time of 
year when the greatest number of prob- 
lems arise, and the most questions are 
asked by both youngsters and grownups, 
it’s the season of the year when an en- 
cyclopedia gets more wear. If you're in 
the market for an encyclopedia, I hope 
you'll look over the big one-volume 
Columbia Encyclopedia (Columbia 
University Press, New York 27, New 
York, $28.50).

There aren't many farmers who 
wouldn't thrill to a reading of The 
Mustangs, by J. Frank Dobie (Little, 
Brown & Co., 34 Beacon St., Boston, 
Massachusetts, $6). Across 375 pages, the 
great Texas historian unveils the saga of 
America’s wild horse, from the 11 stal- 
lions and 5 mares Cortes landed at Vera 
Cruz in 1519 on down to the few bands 
still ranging the back country of Montana 
and Wyoming. Here are the true stories 
of Comanche Moon, the legendary “‘Pac- 
ing White Stallion,” Bob Lemmons, Ella 
Newman, and Little Aubry. 


And right alongside it, I’m putting The 
livestock Book, written by six land-grant 
college authorities (W. R. Thompson, 
Box 297, State College, Mississippi, 
$3.50). A year and a half ago, I cheered 
about W. R. Thompson's Pasture Book. 
Thompson, pasture specialist at Mississip- 
pi State College, wrote and published 
this book at his own expense. More than 
200,000 farmers have bought it. 

Since then he has rounded up Dr. 
Charles Hobbs, head of animal husbandry 
at the University of Tennessee; Richard 
C. Miller, sheep specialist at University of 
Minnesota; R. W. Pifer, head of the hog 
division at University of Ohio, and L. C. 
Murphee, extension entomologist at 
Mississippi State. Together with John 
McKinney, they have produced The 
Livestock Book, a 37()-page authority on 
pastures, beef, dairy, sheep, and hogs. It is 
jam-packed with instructive photographs 
in both color and black and white. The 
text is down to earth and practical. END

accounting method 


Like other businessmen, farmers can use 
one of two accounting methods to keep 
their books—the cash method or the ac- 
crual method. 

The cash method requires that income 
be reported only when received, and that ex- 
penses be reported only when paid. 

Ihe accrual method requires that in- 
come must be reported when earned 
(even if not yet received), and expenses 
are reported when due, even if not paid. 
An inventory must be used. An increase 
in inventory during the year is treated as 
income. An inventory decrease is treated 
aS an expense. 

The cash method has these advantages 
(1) There are bigger tax savings from prof- 
its on draft, breeding, or dairy animals 
held for 12 months or more. (2) Farmers 
with high current incomes can pay ex- 
penses for the following year’s operations 

thus cut down on current income. But 
it has a disadvantage, too. A farmer may 
make sales near the end of the year 
when the market is off—in order to get 
money to pay his bills, or else he can’t get 
the full tax benefit for the year’s expenses. 

The accrual method has these ad- 
vantages: (1) A farmer can have income

without being forced to sell on a poor 
market (since inventory increases are 
treated as income). (2) He can incur ex- 
penses without having to borrow money 
to pay for them before the year’s end. (3) 
It avoids the complicated bookkeeping 
necessary to keep track of livestock when 
many lots have been bought and sold at 
different times, for different prices. But 
the accrual method reduces or eliminates 
the tax savings from the sale of draft, 
breeding, or dairy animals held for 12 
months or longer 

Once a method of accounting has been 
used, no change can be made without per- 
mission from the commissioner of internal 
revenue, Washington, D. C. He must re- 
ceive the request within 90 days after the 
first of the year in which the change is to 
be made. March 31 is the deadline tor 
1953. Permission will be granted only if 
there is a good business reason (as dis- 
tinguished from a tax reason) for the re- 
quest.—J. M., lowa

® Farm politicians say Ike and Benson made mistake 


® Congress may provide loans for soil conservation 


® Farm support operations made $70 million profit 


Tactical error? Some of the wise men in 
farm politics think Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson and President 
Eisenhower have already made a tactical 
error. 

It is claimed they have so far failed 
to make it crystal clear that a recession of 
farm prices began in the Truman administra- 
tion—and was not the product of a Re- 
publican election 

Former President Truman’s message to 
Congress, the “wise men” point out, 
omitted any warning references to the re- 
cession, asked for less funds than before, 
and made it generally appear everything 
was going well 

But actually there has been a great deal 
of uneasiness. Republican congressmen 
fear they have inherited from the Truman 
administration a great many farm prob- 
lems for which they may be blamed unless the 
record is straightened out right now 
They are trying to do that themselves 

Benson had trouble in Congress a few 
days after he was selected for secretary of 
agriculture. The commission to study 
farm problems, set up by President 
Kisenhower, failed to include anyone 
well grounded in the dairy industry, and 
some important sections of the country 
were overlooked. One was Lowa, which 
claims to be the nation’s leading farm 
state and has always played a prominent 


part in farm politics 


The rub, The main rub between Benson 
and some farm interests is that he failed 
to indicate —at least during the time be- 
tween the election and the inauguration 

what he favored doing about the farm 
price program 

Some congressmen said that Benson 
simply wasn’t grounded in the action typ 
of farm programs—that he relied too 
much on the advisory type best handled by 
county agents and through the land- 
grant colleges 

Ihe friction was even greater because 
some Democrats are moving for legisla- 
tion which will increase basic supports 
Others are considering legislation fer 
perishable farm products. There was 
some danger that Democrats in Congress 
might grab the ball—or at least try to 
furnish a demonstration that Republi- 
cans can’t meet the specific problems of 
American agriculture. 


Farm press. Another factor has inter- 
fered with the honeymoon period. Farm 
reporters in Washington have been hav- 
ing some trouble dealing with Benson. 
When the new secretary met with the old, 
Charles Brannan, he refused to have a 
full-fledged press conference and dodged 
photographers. 

When the 14-man advisory committee 
met at the nearby University of Mary- 
land, reporters not only were barred—the 
participants in the conference were told 
merely to say “‘no comment” when they 
emerged from the conference 

Benson says he isn’t a politician, and 
doesn’t intend to engage in the usual po- 
litical practices. This can be a two-edged 
sword. Farm reporters here say the time 
may soon come when Benson will need 
full public support for his policies—not 
alone among farm people, but people the 


country over 


Price-support profit. One of the sur- 
prises of the budget accounting which 
former President Truman submitted to 
Congress before he left office was that 
farm price-support operations in the 1952 
fiscal year actually brought a $70 million 
profit to the federal government 

The government actually netted more 
from the sale of surplus farm supplies than 


it spent on new pure! 


ase and loan pro- 
grams during the year 

And, in the coming fiscal year, accord- 
ing to Mr. Truman, the government will 
spend $72 million less on farm support 
operations than in the previous fiscal 
year. The reason is that while there will 
be increased corn purchase, the amount 
of wheat purchases will drop 

Funds were asked by the president to 
continue the International Wheat Agree- 
ment which is due to expire on July 31 
There will be a big fight over this in Con- 
gress. It is predicted that the administra- 
tion will recommend continued support 
for the agreement 

Phe outgoing president wanted to in- 
crease funds for farm research. And he 
thought it would be possible to cut funds 
for the electrical projects of the Rural 
Electrification Administration by $30 
million. He would add this $30 million to 
expand the R.E.A. program of improv- 
ing telephone service for farmers

Make sheep 
raising profitable

A factory can make no money unless its 
products are sold at a profit. The same is 
true of farming. Good livestock pays no 
premium without a market for the stock 
produced 

Farrell Shultz and Arthur Jewell, Ohio 
sheep breeders, solve this problem by 
vuilding their own markets. Not satisfied 
with merely producing purebred stock 
for sale, they produce special kinds of 
purebred livestock and then couple good 
salesmanship with that practice. Selling 
is just as important with them as breed- 
ing, but would be worth nothing without 
the good breeding programs they follow 

First, let’s see how Farrell Shultz sells

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The best way. 
to feed corn 


Wore is the best way to feed corn to 
hogs? Should it be fed as ear or shelled 
corn, ground medium fine or fine, mixed 
with the protein-mineral supplement, or 
fed free-choice separately as corn and 
supplement? To get the answers to such 
questions, research workers at the Wis- 
consin Experiment Station tried all of 
these methods of feeding corn in the 
growing-fattening ration. 

They found that as long as the ration 
was properly balanced with a good pro- 
tein-mineral supplement, there was no 
appreciable difference either in rate or 
economy of gain. The key to the problem 
was the proper balance of the ration and 
not how the corn was fed. 

Some differences, of course, were found 
on the different rations, but they were not 
large enough to have real significance. 
Largest gains, for example, were made by 
the pigs fed ground shelled corn mixed 
with the supplement, but feeding ground 
shelled corn and supplement in separate 
feeders produced rearly as good results. 
Feeding ear corn ground rather fine, us- 
ing a 3/16-inch screen on the hammer 
mill, produced the cheapest gains, but 
only a little more so than when medium- 
fine-ground ear corn, prepared by using a 
14-inch screen, was fed. Feeding ground 
corn produced somewhat cheaper gains 
than when the corn was fed either as ear 


corn or shelled.—7. H. B., Maryland. 





Protect against 


lice and mites 


New insecticides are giving good pro- 
tection against those two profit eaters, 
lice and mites. A 5-percent DDT spray, 
either in oil solution or water suspension, 
sprayed on roosts and other places, is one 
of the best red-mite controls. However, 
keep DDT off the litter and out of troughs 
and fountains. If hens eat it, some may 
show up in the eggs. 

A 1-percent lindane solution or emul- 
sion painted on roosts controls most spe- 
cies of lice, according to U.S.D.A. ex- 
perts, and is much cheaper than nicotine. 
Dilute 1 part of 25-percent lindane emul- 
sion with 24 parts of water to make a 
1-percent emulsion. 

California investigators report that 
neotran is the best material tested so far 
against northern fowl mite, but their 
method of application required individ- 
ual handling of birds.

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Doubling yields of 
forage crops with 
lime and fertilizer

With the main forage crops—corn, hay, 
and pasture—grown in the humid re- 
gion, the most feasible means of great- 
ly increasing yields is through the use 
of more lime and fertilizer. How much 
can the farmers profitably increase 
their yields by this method? 

The Agricultural Colleges have an- 
swers. In Wisconsin, for example, 
yields of forage crops can be doubled 
through use of more lime and ferti- 
lizer. The average yield of hay in Wis- 
consin is now only two tons per acre. 
Lime and fertilizer can raise it to four 
tons. The same holds for pasture. Last 
spring, 162 Wisconsin farmers asked 
our soil testing laboratory to test soils 
and write the fertilizer prescriptions 
for 173 fields so that 100-bushel corn 
yields might be possible. The average 
yield of these 173 fields was 124 bush- 
els per acre. One farmer got 160 bush- 
els, and six got 150 bushels or more. 
The State average is 58 bushels—an 
all-time record. 

By doubling yields of forage crops, 
we can double our production of milk 
and meat. That will mean a continued 
high level of health-protecting foods 
in our diet, help develop a strong and 
vigorous population, promote soil con- 
servation so that food production may 
always continue at a high level.

Waa sort of inheritance aré you leaving 
your children in the art of living? Day by 
day, the little, ordinary matters—the way 
you work and play, what you say about 
your next-door neighbor, your attitude in 
general-—all help to build your children’s 
outlook along the same lines.

Like many farmers, you’re probably wondering if your 


cows are getting too much grain and not enough 


roughage, or vice versa. Here’s how to balance ration 


= have been hearing two feeding stories 
lately. One goes like this: Feed only roughage to cows 
for the most profitable milk production. The other is 
this: Feed liberal amounts of grain and supplement 
with all the good roughage cows will eat. 

Which story is correct? Actually, neither one. But be- 
tween these two ideas there’s a happy medium that 
can mean a bigger income from dairying for you. 

Many experiments in recent years have shown you 
can cut way down on your feed costs by feeding only 
good-quality hay and silage. (See “‘How much rough- 
age can a cow eat?” May, 1952, Successful Farming.) 
Other experiments have pointed out that you can 
push milk production high by adding all the concen- 
trates a cow will eat with good-quality forage. 

But, for the greatest profit—the most milk for the 
least feed cost—a great number of experiments show 
you need to feed both roughage and concentrates. 

Why do cows need concentrates when they get all 
the good roughage they can eat? The answer is in the 
cow’s capacity. Roughages are so bulky and low in 
total digestible nutrients (T.D.N.) that a cow can’t 
eat enough hay or silage to maintain herself and give 
the most milk. 


I a cow’s ration doesn’t supply enough T.D.N., she 
gives less milk and may draw on her body stores for 
what milk she does produce. A good dairy cow uses 
half her T.D.N. for milk production when fed a full 
ration. On a three-fourths ration she uses one-third 
for milk and two-thirds to maintain her body. On a 
half ration, a cow uses none of the T.D.N. for milk. 
Michigan, Oregon, and West Virginia experiment- 
ers believe that roughage lacks a “lactation factor” 


that helps boost milk production. When good cows 
were fed only all the excellent alfalfa hay they would 
eat, with minerals added, milk production dropped 
markedly. If grain or protein supplements were added, 
milk yield came back to normal 

Dairy scientists of the Bureau of Dairy Industry, 
U.S.D.A., and the University of Maryland believe 
this lowered yield is due only to a deficiency of T.D.N. 
in roughages. ae 
As roughages are low in T.D.N., the dairyman has 
all the more reason to feed them liberally. The dairy 
cow has the capacity to turn low-quality roughage 
into milk efficiently, with the aid of concentrates. The 
idea, then, is to feed your cow as many total digestible 
nutrients as possible in the form of roughage, and make 
up the remainder of her needs with concentrates 

Your problem is this: How many pounds of grain 
should be added to roughage to produce milk worth 
more than the cost of the extra grain? 

The answer varies according to your local situation. 
But you need to consider these four things in deter- 
mining the best combination of roughages and concen- 
trates to feed: (1) produc tive capacity of the cow; (2) 
kind and quality of roughage fed; (3) relative costs of 
roughage and concentrates; and (4) the price of milk 

First, let’s look at the productivity of cows and con-

- in Michigan are trying once-over tillage, a 
new system of preparing ground to plant corn. And it’s 
quite a far cry from the usual plowing, discing, and har- 
rowing. There’s no reason why it shouldn’t work nearly 
anywhere in the Cornbelt. The method also works where 
ground is plowed for spring small grains, potatoes, sugar 
beets, and other crops. 

The idea is this: Hold off plowing until you are almost 
ready to plant. Then, as you plow, pull one of several 
readily available implements behind the plow, which 
finishes the seedbed. Plant the same day. 

This presents a few problems, but the list of advan- 
tages is a mile long. Six years of tests at Michigan State 
College have found that from $1 to $3 per acre can be 
saved in gasoline and wear on machinery. And the time it 
takes to get the ground ready for planting is cut nearly in 
half. 

Packing of the soil is greatly reduced because of fewer 
trips over it. This means better conditions for root growth 
and increased release of nitrogen by soil bacteria. Rain 
penetrates the soi] more readily.

Save time every day 


One secret of a timesaving kitchen:

A good farm kitchen has 
four “‘departments’’—sep- 
arate areas for mixing, dish- 
washing, cooking, and eat- 
ing. For saving time and 
needless steps, each depart- 


ment must have enough 








storage cabinets to hold all 








the items needed to do the 
work that goes on there 
This plan shows how to 
organize so cabinets can 
keep things where needed. 


Ones the drawer next to your range. What’s in there? 
A paring knife? A rolling pin? A package of gelatine? 
Empty that drawer! Put in it instead: a long-handled 
cooking fork, a pair of tongs, a pancake turner, a good 
pair of potholders—the things you use at your range. 

Try this with every drawer and shelf in your kitchen. 
Put everything—down to the smallest can of nutmeg 
where it will be handiest to use. Once you’ve done this, 
you will save valuable minutes every mealtime. 

Equipment and ingredients for mixing and baking are 
usually best stored next to the refrigerator (so butter, 
milk, and eggs will be nearby). 

Do you waste time “backtracking” when you do dishes? 
Keep dishes moving from right to left. Stack and wash on 
the right side of the sink. Rinse and dry on the left. A 
dishwasher saves the most time if it’s at the left of the sink 
(for a right-handed person). A dish can be held in the left 
hand while it is scraped and rinsed, and it can be put into 
the dishwasher with the same hand. 

Save steps by putting clean dishes away in a cabinet 
right “‘on the spot” where they’re dried or taken from the 
dishwasher. 

Of course you may run into three difficulties: (1) You

‘Ten hundred and eighty-nine different kinds of insects 
attack corn. Of these, 352 damage the corn plant itself, 
and the other 37 feed on grain in storage. All parts of the 
plant—roots, stalk, leaves, tassels, pollen, silk, cob, and 
grain—are attacked. 

Because corn belongs to the grass family, many of these 
insects also feed on the small grains and other grasses. Some 
(cutworms, wireworms, and others) hatch and start their 
growth on grasses in the same fields before the corn is planted. 
Others, like the chinch bug, move to corn from adjoining 
fields or weedy field margins. Some of these pests prefer corn 
as a food plant, but can get along all right without it. The 
corn-ear worm and the European corn borer are examples. 
And there is the common corn rootworm which apparently 
can’t live without corn as a food plant. 

Shown here and described in this article are the insects 
most likely to give you trouble. 

Corn is tough once it gets a start, but a number of insects 
wait for the newly germinated kernel. If corn starts slowly 
with a weak stand in spots, start looking for wireworms, 
seed-corn maggots, or seed-corn beetles. A description of 
each follows, but there is an effective seed treatment against 
all three. Mix 4% ounces of a 25-percent lindane powder in 
each bushel of seed corn. Don’t mix this more than 3 wecks 
ahead of planting, and don’t overdose. This usually gives 
satisfactory control except in certain areas with very high 
wireworm population. 


Wireworm (illustrated here). These cornfield pests are 
small, shiny, yellow or brown worms with no apparent head 
or legs until you look closely. Most of those you find will be 
from 4 to 1% inches long. Wireworms mature in several 
years and often appear in the same field every time it is in 
corn, just skipping often enough to keep you guessing. 

If you have had trouble in the past or your neighbors on 
similar ground have been fighting them, you may as well 
play safe and use the lindane seed treatment described 
above. Seed dusted in this way will ward off all but the 
heaviest witeworm attacks. 

If you have had an extreme wireworm problem, you 
should use a soil treatment. Benzene hexachloride (the 
gamma form), aldrin, or chlordane at 2 pounds per acre 
all worked well in tests. [ Turn to page 168

Best time to sel]

ey ust producing good hogs cheaply isn’t enough. Un- 
less you know how to “hit” the market, you're cutting 
yourself short on the profit end 

But if you hitch low-cost production and marketing at 
the right time, you have a team that will pull for greater 
profits. 

‘The date on which you sell your hogs is largely set by 
the date of breeding, coupled with the feeding and 
management program you follow. The breeding date 
determines the time of farrowing. The feeding program 
influences the tame required to fatten hogs. So after you pick 
the best time to sell hogs, you can easily figure back and 
come up with the breeding date necessary to hit that market. 

Ihis story gives you nine guides to selling your hogs 
at that right date 


High price periods follow pattern. Few pigs are far- 
rowed during November, December, January, June, 
and July. Large numbers are farrowed in March, April, 
May, and September. When pigs are farrowed in this 
seasonal pattern, they go to market in seasons, too 
Marketings are usually lowest in July, August, and 
September, and highest during the winter 

This marketing pattern affects prices. When few hogs 
are going to market, the price is higher—and when more 
hogs are going to market, the price tends to fall off 

Usually, fewer hogs go to market in July, August, and 
September, so packers pay more-—they bid higher for 
the shorter supply. In November and December—when 
packers don’t have to pay so 


much for them, so prices are lower. The upper graph on 


lots of hogs are being sold 


the opposite page shows the 10-year average pattern of 
hog marketings and hog prices during the year. 

In recent years, farrowings have been moving earlier 
and the fall seasonal price peak has been in August o1 
early September. Other factors which may affect this 
price pattern are: total supply of all kinds of meat, gen- 
eral level of prices, and the general level of industrial 
activity. 

For example, in 1952, the spring “high” was late 
(actually there was none) because the fall pigs started to 
market before all the pigs from the 1951 spring pig crop 
were gone. The big break in the fall, 1952, price prob- 
ably was caused by increased cattle marketings. 


Different weight groups hit own highs. There's an- 
other important angle in this pattern of hog marketings 


and hog prices—the percentage of hogs being sent to market 


in the different weight groups varies from month to month. 
These, too, follow a pattern that you can use for in- 
creasing hog profits 

In September, for instance, there usually are large 
numbers of spring pigs going to market that weigh 200 
pounds or jess. Most of the heavy hogs from the farrow- 
ings last fall have already been sold. So the heavier hogs 
often sell nearly as high or even higher than the lighter hogs. 

Compare this with the situation in July when there 
are fewer light hogs, and a larger proportion of heavier 
hogs and sows going to market. Then the price tends to 
favor the lighter hogs. 

You can take advantage of this price situation by aim- 
ing to sell hogs at the time prices are highest for their 
particular weight 


Total hog numbers change, affect prices. Every hog 
raiser who has been in the business long knows that 
total hog numbers change from year to year—and these 


numbers affect the price. These changes in numbers

Here are three ways to fu 


Breed sows to farrow pigs in February. Then 
aim for the August or September seasonal 
high-price period. This system requires ex- 
pensive equipment. Lots of labor is needed 
to care for the pigs successfully. You'll need 
to feed balanced rations and push for fast 
gains throughout the whole feeding period. 
You're aiming for a market when packers are 
trying to keep a minimum number of hogs 
going through their plants, so they aren’t so 
rough on heavier hogs. Your cue is to put on 
all the gain you can and aim to sell the largest 
possible number of pounds of pork for the 
highest possible price. You’ve got to sell on a 
good market because your costs are high. 
The sows can be sold in April or May.

tory type or the rams will be replaced.” 

About 5 percent of the rams fall into 
the next classification of “‘Shultz.’’ These 
lack being top rams by some minor point 
but are good enough to go into a small, 
purebred flock that is breeding up 

Most important to Shultz is his third 
grade of “Commercial,” into which 
about half of his rams fall. Why does he 
consider it most important? 

“IT think that as purebred breeders we 
fall down when we don’t aim our breed- 
ing program at the commercial sheep- 
man. After all, the end of any purebred 
livestock enterprise must finally be the 
butcher’s block. | am trying to breed a 
sheep that will fit the needs of the com- 
mercial man. We may not get as much 
per head, but it’s where the bulk of the 
sales are—I'd hate to part with this end 
of my business.” 


r 
Wis 20 percent sold as Flockmaster, 
5 percent as Shultz, and 50 percent as 
Commercial, a fourth of the rams are 
unaccounted for. Where do they go? The 
answer is logical; they go to market as 
meat animals. Shultz finds profit in this, 
too, partly because he sells them through 
a lamb pool or graded market. 

“Although you are known as a good 
breeder, you still have to win the confi- 
dence of the buyer when he arrives at the 
farm. The poor points as well as the good 
must be explained in showing an animal 
to the prospect Never try to sell a cus- 
tomer an animal that won’t improve his 
flock,’ advises Shultz 

It's important “to make your word 
good, regardless of cost.”’ Customers are 
almost sure to come back again if they 
find that a breeder's word is always good 


Just as important as having animals that 


customers want to buy is having a neat 
and attractive farmstead. Your place 
should look as if the animals are making 

money for you 
Shultz has found that animals in good 
flesh sell better. Most buyers will say they 
don’t want a fat sheep, but they usually 
end up buying one, because it looks so 
good. So it’s wise to have the animal 
ready to sell when it’s time to sell.

advantage of holding a public sale at 
the farm is that the sale animals can all 
be “‘pointed for it’ at the same time 

Another sound idea practiced by 
Shultz is holding a public auction one 
year and exhibiting in the complete show 
circuit on the alternate year 

From years of public-auction experi- 
ence, Shultz advises, “Don’t permit 
by-bidding or running up of animals to 
make the price look big. Don’t sell the 
animal before auction and then run him 
through the auction to get publicity on 
the high price. If a customer gets a bar- 
gain, you can be sure he'll be back for the 
next one.”’ 

Keep the flock free from disease and 
parasites. Shultz believes it’s not good 
business to sell a sheep for breeding that

looks like a cull, no matter how good his 
ancestors were. His final advice: ‘‘Don’t 
forget that the butcher’s block is the final 
measure in the meat industry.

A brand name is used also by Arthur 


Jewell of Knox County, Ohio. He has 


developed a special strain of fine-wool 
sheep and sells them as “Jewellaines.” 
As implied, the name is a combination of 
the owner’s name and the Delaine 
Merino which has been a product on the 
350-acre farm since it was cleared in 
1830 

Changes in the wool market and im- 
provement in the lamb market were the 
basic reasons for the development of 
Jewellaines. In 1945 Jewell obtained a 
ram from the Andrew Little flock in 
Idaho. He was one-fourth regular De- 
laine and three-fourths Western white- 
face, which is a_ Lincoln-Rambouillet 
cross. The ram was mated with a band 
of 40 of Jewell’s most vigorous Delaine 


ewes.

Dis was the start of the new strain 
The ewe lambs were kept and bred to the 
same type of ram the next year. The next 
rai used was one of Jewell’s own big 
Merinos (a flock of the original purebred 
Delaines is still kept intact). Then came 
a Rambouillet and next a Columbia 

By then he had hit upon the type he 
wanted. So he started breeding back to 
rams out of the new strain to fix the new 
type. The wrinkles had smoothed out, 
the size was up for high birth weights and 
fast-gaining lambs, and they sheared 
heavy fleeces—an average of 12 pounds 

Moreover, 75-80 percent of the clip 
would go as Delaine wool. In fact, a wool 
buyer now pays him a 10-cent premium 
for Jewellaine wool. It has longer staple 
but not quite as much crimp. There’s not 
a lot of difference in fineness. The sheep 
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have open faces—no haircuts needed. 
Ewes weigh about 150 pounds and rams 
250. The ram shears from 20 to 25 pounds 
of wool. 

Jewell says his Tewellaine ewes lamb 
easier and the lambs are stronger than 
ordinary Delaines. However, Jewell still 
uses lamb brooders. With Jewellaines you 
can expect a lamb crop of from 125 to 
150 percent, while Delaines do well to 
make a 100-percent lamb crop. A third 
bigger than Delaines, the Jewellaine 
lambs can be sold grass fat off pasture. 


Re developing the new strain, Jewell 
paid particular attention to milking 
qualities and vigor of the ewes. Until 
lambing time the flock runs in the open 
with access to hay silage but no grain. 
From then on they get about a bushel of 
grain per head during late winter. The 
important thing is to keep them free of 
disease and parasites. High-quality sum- 
mer pastures, rotated often, start the 
flock of sheep into the winter carrying 
good flesh. 

There’s a good market for the new 
strain. In fact, Jewell finds it hard to 
produce enough good animals to meet 
the demand. The Western stockman is 
interested in improving the fleece. Jewell- 
aine rams will do this for him. Many 
Ohio sheepmen want ewes of good size 
with high lambing ability while still 
shearing a good fleece. Jewellaines fill the 
bill, and when crossed to Columbia or 
Suffolk bucks, they produce a bumper 
lamb crop. This practice fits the needs of 
the commercial producer. 

About 5 out of the bunch of 50 rams 
kept for breeders are usually top animals 
and will bring a good premium. These 
Jewell sells at from $300 to $500. Another 
group of rams sell at lower prices under 
$100 apiece—but are good enough to 
head flocks for small farmers and ranchers. 

Jewell likes to sell a few of the rams 
with the privilege of buying them back, 
for he may need them in his breeding 
program. The poorer animals (about 40 
percent) are sold for meat, and the pack- 
er cannot resell them for anything else. 


Au of Jewell’s sales are based on a 
“gentleman’s agreement” of satisfaction. 
He estimates that 95 percent of his cus- 
tomers have come back for repeat pur- 
chases after buying once. 

From 300 to 350 sheep are kept on the 
farm. About two-thirds of them are Jewell- 
aines; the remainder are Delaines. Jewell- 
aines are shipped all over the United 
States, even to foreign countries. Most 
sales are made by private treaty. END

Test ridge-planted corn 


Seedbed for ridge planting is prepared 
with this dise cultivator. A modified lister 


Pranting corn on ridges 8 to 10 inches 
high in rows spaced to fit the corn planter 
may have a place on many farms in the 
future. W. G. Lovely and E. V. Collins, 
lowa State College, have been experi- 
menting with this method for four years 

To date their tests suggest that planting 
on the ridge may be practical on low, flat 
land that tends to flood or stay wet in the 
spring. It looks practical, too, on hilly 
land, where it may partially replace ter- 
racing and strip-cropping. But they are 
not recommending it just yet. There are 
still some unanswered questions 

Ridge planting is just the opposite of 
listing. In listing, the seed is planted in 
furrows. But in ridging, the soil is thrown 
up and the seed placed on top 

Yields of corn on ridges in 1952 were 
about the same as yields on listed or con- 
ventionally prepared soil. In previous 
years, however, on some of their low- 
ground plots, the only corn that came 
through was the ridge plantings. 

Lovely and Collins are also testing the 
idea on soybeans and in the future will 
include all crops in the rotation 

From tests that have been run, we know 
that growing crops on ridges has these ad- 
vantages: (1) seed isn’t flooded; (2) seed 
germinates faster because soil tempera- 
ture is higher on the ridges; and (3) soil 
and water losses are reduced on rolling 
land. 

Pre-emergence spraying with 2,4-D is 
necessary in ridge planting to control 
weeds till crops are large enough to be cul- 
tivated with ridge equipment. In highly 
permeable soils this can be a problem be- 
cause leaching of the 2,4-D may injure 
the germinating seed 

At present, a modified lister is used to 
plow and make the ridges. This machine

is used to “plow” and throw up ridges in 
one operation. Corn is planted on ridges 


has a half-lister blade, a full blade, then 
another half blade. It makes ridges about 
42 inches apart. 

Final seedbed preparation, is another 
problem. In present tests, this is done 
with a special machine that works the soil 
on the sides of the ridges (see photo- 
graph). Cultivating is done with a stand- 
ard cultivator slightly modified. 


Sprays cornfields twice 


Charles Peck, Stephenson County, 
Illinois, was unable to cultivate some of 
his corn in 1952 due to illness. Some he 
cultivated once. His corn yielded more 
than 80 bushels per acre. 

He treated all fields with 2,4-D pre- 
emergence spray, and sprayed again with 
2,4-D when the corn was a foot high 

Iwo of his fields had been in bluegrass 
sod and one in corn the year before. None 
of these fields had many broadleaf weeds 
after the pre-emergence treatment. 

Peck figures the advantages of spray- 
ing instead of cultivating are these: (1) 
spraying probably was cheaper than 
three or four cultivations; (2) the corn 
root systems had a better chance to de- 
velop than they do when cultivated; and 
(3) the soil was less subject to erosion dur- 
ing summer

herds of 15-25 cows. In 1950, Morris’ 
herd of 22 cows averaged 626 pounds of 
butterfat. And in 1951, the herd averaged 
623 pounds. 

Morris uses grass silage, too. The grass 
silage goes into an upright wooden silo 
and the sorgo silage is placed in tempo- 
rary silos 15 feet in diameter. Two poles 
set 3 feet apart form the openings for 
these temporary snow-fence silos and si- 
lage can be pitched directly from them 
into feed bunks. Slats which hold the 
poles together while filling are knocked 
off as the silage is fed down. 

Morris has three reasons why he likes 
Atlas sorgo silage. It keeps better than 
other silages because of its high sugar con- 
tent. Sorgo yields more per acre. And an 
ordinary frost doesn’t hurt sorgo. He has 
made sorgo silage as late as November 8 

The Ohio dairyman drills his sorgo as 
early as corn and as thick as possible with 
his corn planter. Morris believes most 
farmers don’t plant it thick enough. 

He waits until the seeds are completely 
formed and are starting to harden before 
he cuts. If cut too green, sorgo is soft and 
develops a strong flavor. 


DDT-fertilizer stops weevil 


Purdue agronomists have found that a 
good way to get a good stand of sweet 
clover is by top-dressing new seedings 
with a mixture of DDT and phosphorus 
and/or potash fertilizer. 

The DDT protects small plants against 
weevil, while the fertilizer boosts growth 
Spreading of the mixture is most effective 
when the sweet-clover plants have only 
two leaves 

Only 2 pounds of actual DDT per acre 
is recommended. Since the amount of 
chemical to be mixed with the fertilizer 
is very small, thorough mixing is very 
important. M. Curtis Wilson, Purdue 
entomologist, suggests that this mixing 
be done at a fertilizer plant, and should be 
ordered well in advance. 

The DDT-fertilizer combination should 
not be drilled with oats because the chem- 
ical is most effective when applied on 
young plants about time weevil appears 


New grain sorghums 


New grain sorghums at the Lubbock 
Experiment Station, Lubbock, Texas, 
will soon be available to farmers in the 
southern Great Plains. 

They've developed a wheat-type sor- 
ghum that will be an ideal catch crop for 
farmers in the wheat area of the Pan- 
handle and further north. This new sor- 
ghum looks somewhat like wheat but 
yields compare favorably with the head- 
type sorghums It leaves more protection 
against wind erosion 

Another sorghum being grown tastes 
like persimmon as it matures. In the grow- 
ing season, this discourages birds from 
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feeding on it. When mature, however, the 
sorghum tastes like any other variety

2,4-D in pellets 


The herbicide 2,4-D can be success- 
fully applied in pellet form against ger- 
minating weeds, according to a California 
manufacturer. 

The pellets can be used in growing 
crops highly susceptible to 2,4-D if plants 
have some growth, and foliage does not 
touch the soil. They can be spread be- 
tween rows and even between plants in 
the rows. This also means no drift hazard. 

The pellets are 1/16 inch in diameter 
and \% inch long. About 100,000 of them 
weigh a pound. Each pellet contains a 
minute amount of a 10-percent concen- 
tration of 2,4-D. 

The cost of 2,4-D in pellet form is about 
double that of the chemical in ordinary 
form. But when planes are used, the cost 
of application is much lower, since pellets 
can be distributed any time of the day. 
This permits plane operators to charge 
lower rates due to the longer working day.

Large shrubs should be spaced 5 to 6 feet 
apart, medium shrubs 4 to 5 feet apart 
and small shrubs 3 to 4 feet apart 
For most shrubs and trees, the best 
planting time is [rom September to No- 
vember. Fall planting gives roots time to 
adjust to new conditions before all energy 


must go to growth 


Plant for a year-round picture. One 
of the beauties of Wethersfield is its con- 
stantly changing, always inspiring pic- 
ture. Evergreens and interestingly shaped 
shrubs brighten winter; rainbow flowers 
and foliage come in spring; fruits and 
berries in summer and fall; and a fire- 
works of color in autumn 

We have concentrated our chart on 
trees and shrubs because they give the 
basic composition to your home, save it 
from being a stark growth on a mound of 
earth. Used well, trees and shrubs will 
provide masses of beautiful color and in- 
terest, with a minimum of care. But 
flower lovers will never feel the planting 
is complete without flowering plants 

The flower beds at Wethersfield, as the 
pictures on page 46 show, provide dra- 
mati splashes of color. They are carefully 
worked out to give bloom all through the 
growing season. The earliest flowers are 
close to the house—along the foundations 
There, when days are bright but too 
chilly for real outdoor living, the “‘little 
bulbs” (crocus, grape-hyacinth, squill, 
snowdrop) can still be enjoyed. Later 
come daffodils, tulips, iris, and so forth 

All early-spring-flowering bulbs should 
be planted in early fall, in good, moder- 
ately rich soil where drainage is adequate 
Planting should be done in groups or 
clumps, each kind and color by itself, and 
using not less than a half-dozen bulbs of 
the small kinds in each group. Daffodil 
(narcissus) bulbs, being larger, can be 
used in groups of as few as three or as 
many as a dozen, for a truly lovely dis- 
play. Tulips are planted in groups, 12 to 
15 of each kind. A bulb catalog will set 
your imagination on fire with the wide 
range of varieties available

Bh st's face it. Many children just don’t 
like to study. I have yet to find one, how- 
ever, who doesn’t like to play games 
Take advantage of this to awaken vour 
child’s curiosity, to develop in him a lik- 
ing for study, an awareness of facts. Your 
child can learn through his play if you 
teach him games that instruct 

Most of us remember the spelling 
matches of a generation ago. If small! Bill 
finds geography a bit hard, why not have 
a geography spelldown when he_ has 
guests in? Divide the children into teams 
and choose geographic names and terms 
for them to spell. You will be surprised 
how fast this stirs a child's interest 

Here are two mathematical races. For 
the first one, divide the children into 
sides and ask each side to choose a knight 
The “knights” compete against each other 
to see who can say either all or part of the 
multiplication table through first. You 
can act as judge and time the contestants 

Ihe other one is a relay multiplication 
race. Name two captains and let them 
choose sides. Each group forms a line at 
one end of the room. The leader of each 
line is handed a glass milk bottle and told 
to toe a chalk mark drawn across the 
floor for the starting place. At the other 
end of the room, draw as many circles as 
there are players. 


A. the signal, “‘go,”’ the captain of each 
line must run forward, place his bottle 
upright in the circle, and, standing erect, 
say the number one’s of the multiplica- 
tion table. As soon as he has finished, he 
grabs the bottle, runs back, and hands it 
to the next player in his line. He, in turn, 
runs to the circle, places the bottle cor- 
rectly, and says the two’s. This is repeated 
until the line of players is completed. The 
line whose last man first places his bottle 
back of the starting line wins 

Sometimes it is hard for your little be- 
ginner to learn to count. You can help by 
providing him with a set of flash cards 
Cut 4x7-inch rectangles of cardboard and 
print the numbers on them.

of Michigan farmers who have used this 
method 

Lee Ferden of Saginaw County, Michi- 
gan, has used once-over the past several 
years, as well as watched closely the tests 
on part of his farm rented to the Michigan 
Agricultural Experiment Station. His 
yields have been as high or higher where 
he uses the new system, and he has 
noticed especially how his corn and small 
grain come up faster and outgrow weeds 

Ferden’s farm is clay loam and he says, 
“I found that where once-over has been 
used a number of years I can plow in 
third gear. The first time I plowed in low.”’ 

Feraen uses the grain drill shown on 
page 180. 

Maurice Hughes of Van Buren Coun- 
ty, Michigan, has used once-over tillage 
five years on both small grains and corn 
He pulls a section of spike-tooth harrow 
behind his plow. Then he pulls a spike- 
tooth in front of his seeder. For corn he 
does go over his field an extra time with a 
spike-tooth before planting 


1, suggesting it to others Hughes states, 

There is no hard, fast rule. Each farmer 
has to take the idea home and fit it to his 
own situation.” 

He emphasizes the importance of good 
seedbeds. He says, ““The tendency is to 
think, ‘Once-over tillage, hurrah!’ Now 
we don’t worry about seedbed quality 
Get it done with litthe work. This is not 
true. Good seedbeds can and must be pre- 
pared this way.” 

Gilbert Davis, Sanilac County, Michi- 
gan, dairyman, pulls the implement 
shown at bottom of this page behind a 
plow. He does not have help, so for corn 
he plows an area and then plants. Last 
year his corn yields were the same as on 
ground where he used the usual methods 
before planting. The first cultivation was 
difficult, but he cultivated one less time 

George Fritz of Van Buren County, like 
the previous farmers, is well satisfied with 
once-over. Being on a sandy soil, he does 
one thing differently. To get sufficient 
packing he moves his tractor wheels in 
when he plants corn and plants corn in

D. A. Caul, Van Buren County agri- 
cultural agent, has been in the forefront 


This implement, being pulled here behind 
a dise plow, s& one of a number of tools 


designed especiatly for once-over tillage 
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of those urging farmers to try once-over 
tillage. After his sales talk, however, he 
points out that we can’t throw away the 
discs and harrows. There are situations 
where conventional ground preparation 
would be better than once-over. One is 
where it is impossible to plant soon after 
fitting. Another might be where rain fell 
on some once-over tillage which had not 
been planted. Also, no one has much ex- 
perience with once-over on winter wheat. 
The problem would be one of moisture, 
and most years you will probably use 
the disc and harrow. 


r 
The research work which spurred the 
Agricultural Extension Service of Michi- 
gan to urge farmers to try the once-over 
method was carried out by R. L. Cook 
and H. F. McColly of Michigan State 
College. They saw a number of faults in 
our conventional planting preparations 
which were developed when horses sup- 
plied the povest 

After six years their tests, on a number 
of soils varying from sandy to clay loams, 
have resulie] in these conclusions: 

Yields are as high where once-ovet 
preparation is used as where the usual 
methods (plowing, discing, and harrow- 
ing) precede planting 

Weeds take less time to control where 
once-over is properly used 

lime and power re juired can be vastly 
reduced using the once-over method 
Horsepower hours to prepare the seed- 
bed were found to be reduced frora 28.6 
per acre for normal tillage to around 16 
for once-over. (A horsepower hour is 
equal to a 1-hp motor running 1 hour.) 

If you are going to try this on a few 
acres this year, here are the things you 
need to do and consider. 


D.. ide on what implement you will 
pull behind the plow. There is a long list 
of them, some especially designed for this 
practice—others you already have on 
hand. One of the most successful types 
tried by McColly and Cook was a section 
of rotary hoe pulled in reverse. ‘This gives 
a packing action. The rotary hoe works 
best on lighter soils or on soils of good 
tilth, and can be weighted if necessary 
It leaves a rougher seedbed than most 
once-over tools 

A section of spike-tooth harrow does a 
good job on easy-to-work soils, but will 
pull more sods to the top of the ground 
than a tool which rotates. 

Farmers have also used short sections of 
packers and spring-tooth harrows. 

Another successful machine used in the 
Michigan tests and built specifically for 
this practice consists of a frame and two 
shafts studded with pointed blades. (See 
photograph on opposite page.) 


A plow packer (shown in photograph), 
which can also be purchased, was used 
very successfully in the tests. 

A mulcher (also shown) was used suc- 
cessfully. It produces a good seedbed even 
in cloddy fields. Set properly, the spring

tooth weeder for attaching behind plows 
is on the market. You can use any imple- 
ment which’ will follow the plow and 
which will stir and smooth the ground 
while it’s in a moist, crumbly condition. 

Generally, the heavier your soil, the 
heavier the machine you'll need behind 
the plow. Weight can be added to most 
of them. You'll want your tractor to be 
in tip-top shape for the most speed 

The hitch you use is important. On a 
pull-type plow you can rig up an arm 
with a clevis on the end (shown in photo- 
graph). Run a chain from your imple- 
ment through the clevis and hook to the 
drawbar. Hitching directly to the plow will 
throw the plow out of adjustment. 


QO, a mounted plow, hook well for- 
ward on the plow and rig up an arm to 
trail the implement far enough to the 
right 

rhe condition of the soil is very impor- 
tant in order to get the best possible seed- 
bed. Farmers who have used this method 
are quick to point out that once-over will 
work well on almost any type of soil when 
conditions are right for plowing, but can 
make a “mess of things” if done at the 
wrong time. Extension Soils Specialist 


James Porter in Michigan, who has prob- 


ably seen more actual farmer tests than 
anyone else, has this to say 

“If the field is dry enough for good 
plowing, it’s all right for once-over tillage 
We have all seen cases where a farmer 
wallows through and does a_ halfway 
plowing job when he shouldn’t be out 
there at all. Once-over isn’t for such 
cases.” 

Porter states further regarding the 
plowing job: “Once-over tillage calls for 
the return of plowing to an art. Plows 
must be selected for the particular soil, 
field cover, and tractor. Colter and joint- 
er must function properly for best trash 
coverage.” 


The importance of planting very short- 
ly after plowing cannot be overempha- 


sized. You can either plow awhile and 
then plant, or have two operators, one 
plowing and one planting, which is ideal 
The reason for quick planting is to take 
advantage of moisture and the mellow 
condition which exists even in the heavi- 
est soils at least for a short time after a 
good job of plowing 

You also avoid a rain’s spoiling your 
seedbed, and weeds have less chance of 
getting ahead of you. Generally, the pres- 
sure of the planter wheel packs enough; 
however, on sandy soils, packer-type 
implements can go behind the plow and 
planting be done in tractor tread marks 

Why not try a few acres prepared this 
way in 53? All you need do is leave a little 
plowing until you are ready to plant 
Then plow it and plant it the same day 
You have a spike-tooth section or rotary- 
hoe section which will give you the seed- 
bed. If you’re like some, you may once- 
over everything next year. END

Alfalfa pellet 
feeding tests 


Should alfalfa pellets be fed to dairy 
cows aS a roughage or a concentrate? 
Pellets usually are fed as roughage, but 
some producers mix them with grain and 
feed them as concentrates. 

Feeding experiments at the Wyoming 
Experiment Station indicate that feeding 
dehydrated alfalfa pellets as a dairy con- 
centrate is an economic problem, to be 
dealt with in terms of total digestible 
nutrients as well as the ease of feeding and 
handling. Alfalfa pellets, generally made 
of high-grade alfalfa hay, provide a clean 
and easy way of feeding alfalfa in poor 
weather. Pellets do not blow in the wind 
and will not ball up or become moldy. 

Three groups of milk cows were fed 
similar rations for two years. One group, 
however, received 20-percent alfalfa 
pellets in its concentrate. Another re- 
ceived 20-percent alfalfa meal in its con- 
centrate. Each group, including the con- 
trol, was fed 15 percent crude protein in 
the concentrate mixture. 

There was a decline in milk flow in 
groups receiving alfalfa pellets and alfalfa 
meal. A similar feeding experiment, 
to determine growth of dairy yearlings, 
showed that those receiving alfaifa pel- 
lets as a supplement made smaller gains 
than yearlings receiving rolled barley as 
the only concentrate during winter 
months. The barley group gained 1.34

pounds daily as compared with 1.05 
pounds daily among the pellet group. 

Pellets have a higher carotene content 
than alfalfa hay. There was little differ- 
ence in carotene content in the milk of 
the three groups.

F.. one reason or another, cattlemen of- 
ten find it necessary to cast some of their 
animals. There are three commonly used 
methods of getting the job done 

Animals up to yearlings are easily laid 
down by “‘bulldogging” them 

But larger animals are best laid down 
with a rope after they have been haltered 
and tied close to the ground. Two meth- 
ods are used, both requiring a rope 
about 40 feet long 

The older method starts with making a 
nonslipping noose in one end of the rope 
his loop fits around the base of the neck 
just in front of the shoulders. The end of 


the rope may also be fastened around the 


This rope arrangement is 
especially good for casting 
cows. The rope does not 
cross the milk veins or in- 
jure the udder. Steady pull 
on rope between hind legs 


causes animal to lie down

ally cause cattle to go down. If the head

[The second method of rope casting 
starts by determining the midpoint of the 
long rope. This point is then placed on 
top of the neck just in front of the withers 
Ihe ends are carried down between the 
front legs, are crossed here, and continued 
up over the sides to cross again about the 
middle of the back. From here they are 
continued down over the flanks and be- 
tween the hind legs, where pulling on 
both ends at the same time will result in 
cattle’s going down. This second method 
has the advantage of added safety, for the 
ropes don’t cross the penis or milk veins 
to cause possible injuries 

Sometimes cows that have gone down 
with calf paralysis or other ailments need 


to be raised so they can be freshly bedded 





For raising the hindquarters of an animal, 
use the roping arrangement shown above 
A loop under the belly and loops around 
each leg will prevent injury to the animal 


Breaking young animals to stay tied can 
be done by the above method. The halter 
rope tied to a front leg prevents the ani- 
mal from pulling back and choking itself 
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Sometimes, too, they need a little help in 
their efforts to get back on their feet 

To raise an entire animal, determine 
the midpoint of a 40-foot rope. Place the 
midpoint just in front of the shoulders. 
Each free end is then carried down be- 
tween the front legs where the ropes are 
crossed and then continued up over the 
sides to the middle of the back. Here they 
are crossed again and then carried down 
between the hind legs and up over the 
rump. Each rope fits in the groove be- 
tween the pinbone and root of the tail on 
the two sides. 

Both ropes are then continued forward, 
under the crossing at the back and the 
loop in front of the shoulders. They are 
then turned and brought backward on 
top. of themselves and tied together just 
behind where they crossed on the back. 
This arrangement leaves each leg in a 
loop. A block and tackle can be hooked 
in the ropes where they were tied to- 
gether, to raise the animal off the ground 

This sling is easily applied, since it is 
necessary only to pass the ropes between 
the legs and the body. 


= that “downer” cow that 
needed a little extra help to raise her hind- 
quarters? You can use a sling around the 
hindquarters of cattle to give such help 
A running noose is made in one end of a 
rope and fitted over the upper hind leg 
The free end is then carried under the 
belly and a second running noose is 
formed around the other hind leg. A 
block and tackle can then be hooked 
through the two loops and used to raise 
the animal. 

Loops that are fastened around the legs 
without a rope passing under the belly 
will cause the legs to be pulled backward 
when raising is attempted. A rope around 
the body alone will cause severe pinching 
and allow the legs to work forward. Ac- 
cordingly, a combination of both meth- 
ods gives better results. 

Breaking an animal to stay tied isn’t 
difficult. A rope halter is first placed on 
the animal and the tie rope is then passed 
over the stanchion top, through a fence ot 
a tie ring, and the free end fastened to a 
foreleg around the pastern joint. The 
rope should be adjusted so it is fairly tight 
and the calf has little room for movement 
When the calf pulls back, it promptly 
jerks a front foot out from under itself. A 
few attempts usually serve to convince 
animals that it’s best to stand quietly 
when they’re tied. END

A poultry auction, designed mainly to 
scil broilers, opened recently in Elkhart 
County, Indiana. The first auction sav 
31,000 broilers sold at auction. Organ- 
izers of this auction believe that this new 
project will go a long way to provide bet- 
ter prices for broilers. Poultry raisers of 
that part of the country are quite enthusi- 
astic over the possibilities 

The auction is sponsored by the Elk- 
hart County Poultry Association com- 
posed of growers in Elkhart, Kosciusko, 
and Lagrange counties. Co-sponsors are 
Purdue University Poultry Department 
and the State Poultry Association of In- 
diana. Any grower may market any type 
and any amount of poultry on the market 
providing he lists the birds by noon on the 
day previous to the sale. Auctions will be 
held regularly on Tuesday and Friday 
afternoons. Herbert Gump, Goshen, is 
the auction manager 

The purpose of the auction is to get 
buyer and seller together. Officers of the 
auction say it will result in better-quality 
birds and a more fair price to the grower.

At 4 weeks of age, birds will need larger 
feeders. Whitfield suggests using those 
with 4-inch sides and 6-inch base. Allow 
2 inches of feeding space for each bird. 
Then add more feeders if they require 
more than one filling a day. 

You can save expensive feed by placing 
a wire mesh on top of the feed. Birds then 
can’t bill it out of the feeders. 


Good turkey feed 


In the tests conducted at the Minne- 
sota Experiment Station, growing, fatten- 
ing turkeys did better on a high-energy, 
low-fiber ration than when they were fed 
a ration relatively high in fiber. 

Here is the ration which produced the 
most weight in 24 weeks and gave the 
lowest cost for feed per pound of turkey: 
400 pounds ground yellow corn; 50 
pounds pulverized oats; 50 pounds de- 
hydrated alfalfa meal; 100 pounds meat 
scraps (50 percent protein); 30 pounds 
fish meal; 300 pounds soybean oil meal 
(solvent extracted); 4 pound vitamin 
B,, supplement; 10 pounds bonemeal; 
10 pounds ground oystershell; 5 pounds 
iodized salt; 5 pounds riboflavin concen- 
trate; 2 pounds feeding oil, containing 
vitamins D and A; 4 pound dry vitamin 
D,; 4 pound manganese sulfate. The 
mixture is 25.6 percent protein. 

The poults in the experiment were con- 
fined for the first 8 weeks, during which 
they were fed this ration as a starting 
mash. From 8 weeks on, they were ranged 
on pasture consisting of a mixture of 
millet and rape. The starter mash was 
continued on range as a growing ration 
with whole corn and whole oats added 
free-choice 

The addition of brewers’ yeast, totaling 
3 percent of the ration, did not increase 
the gains. However, the use of antibiot- 
ics, such as procaine penicillin, aureo- 
mycin, bacitracin, and terramycin, stim- 
ulated growth in young turkeys. These 
antibiotics, therefore, are recommended 
with the high-energy ration for poults 
W. J. H., Minnesota. 


Reduce layer cannibalism 


The best remedy for cannibalism in a 
hen flock is prevention, says S. F. Ridlen, 
poultry specialist of the Illinois Experi- 
ment Station. 

Give the birds plenty of floor space, 
keep them busy by feeding alfalfa hay, 
and remove those with blowouts im- 
mediately. Provide lots of fresh air, ven- 
tilation, and enough watering and eating 
space so the birds don’t have to stand in 
line to eat or drink. 

Make nest and feed-hopper perches 
high enough so the birds on the floor can’t 
pick at those on the perches. Use drop- 
pings pits, and avoid overheating and 
overcrowding. Debeaking can be an ef- 
fective cure, if done right.

Blood transfusions, In cases 

of calf enteritis or contagious 

pneumonia, the use of blood 

transfusions has been very help- 

ful. Blood is taken from the dam 

immediately after the birth of 

the calf. At least a pint, and 

sometimes a quart, of blood is 

used.

not only the 

blood, but the immune bodies carried by the dam to 
ward off disease.

use of bovine serum solids—dried sterilized 
and vitamin K offers the same 
nourishment and immune bodies as a blood transfusion. 
But this material may be fed to the calf. The vitamin K 
is added to reduce intestinal hemorrhage. This practice 
has been used experimentally to date but offers great 
possibilities in preventing outbreaks of calf enteritis. 
On many farms where calf enteritis is a problem, the 
practice of using a maternity stall in buildings other 


than the regular cattle shelter has proved successful.

Paint the navel. It is wise to paint the navel of the 
calf at birth with iodine and keep the calf in a dry, well- 
bedded stall with the temperature between 40 and 50 
degrees without rapid varia- 
tion. Drafts help bring on pneu- 
monia in calves. Use of vitamin 
capsules—especially vitamin A 
given at birth is of value to 
prevent vitamin deficiencies 
If maternity stalls are used, 
they should be warm and draft- 
free. Individual houses, port- 
able hoghouses, brooderhouses, 
and other sma!l buildings may be pulled up by the barn 
and the calves housed in them when they are a few days 
old. The use of a heat lamp is all that’s necessary. The 
calves are much better off in cold, dry shelters than

cin or terramycin at the level of 10 to 20 
milligrams per 100 pounds of live weight 
per day. These calves increased in gain 
per day, as compared to calves not re- 
ceiving the antibiotics, and also scoured 
less. 

Although the amount of antibiotic nec- 
essary, or how long to feed, hasn't been 
fully determined, it looks as if the use of 
antibiotics may be very beneficial in calf 
production. Pail-fed calves can be given 
the drug very easily, but nursing calves 
will have to be supplemented by hand. 

Calves at an early age may eat several 
times a day. In fact, most calves are bet- 
ter off if they eat frequently and not a 
great deal at one time. The frequency of 
eating should be kept in mind whether 
the calf is nursing or hand-fed. Start the 
calf on 3 to 4 feedings a day for a few 
days after taking it from its dam. Or, if 
the calf is allowed to nurse, let it nurse 
for a short time, several times a day.

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When the calf is sick. Watch your 
calves closely, noting the color and con- 
sistency of their feces, hair coat, and gen- 
eral appearance. Check on your sanita- 
tion program. Is the calf eating too much, 
too frequently, from dirty buckets? Is the 
pen damp, cold, and drafty? What's the 
calf’s temperature? It should be between 
100.5 and 103 degrees. How badly is the 
calf scouring? These are some of the ques- 
tions you should go over 

If you think you have a sick calf on your 
hands, place the calf in a clean, dry pen. 
Then, adjust the feeding of the calf 
feeding a limited amount 

If the temperature of the calf is above 
normal, call your veterinarian immedi- 
ately. Don’t let the use of home treat- 
ments allow the calf to get progressively 
worse before correct treatments are used 
The use of drugs administered in the vein 
will give results faster than other means of 
administration 

Here, then, is the schedule to follow for 
successful calf raising. But keep the other 
points we've mentioned in mind, too 

Birth—paint navel with iodine. Allow 
the calf to nurse for 2 to 3 days to receive 
the colostrum milk 

From 0-9 days—-feed whole milk at the 
rate of 1 pound for each 10 pounds of 
body weight 

At 14 days—-start feeding a concentrate 
mixture and hay. At 2 weeks of age, calves 
should also be dehorned 

At 30 days—castrate if necessary 

From 30-120 days—-gradually replace 
whole-milk feeding with skim milk 

At 7 months— vaccinate for brucellosis 

The program outlined in this article has 
proved successful on many farms. And it 
will go a long way toward protecting that 
investment you have in every calf 
dropped. Save those calves. END 





Leptospirosis 


in sheep, hogs 


Lesseshets, mainly a threat to cattle, 
may also become a problem in sheep and 
swine. 

Dr. P. B. Barto, University of Illinois 
College of Veterinary Medicine, says lep- 
tospirosis has caused serious trouble in an 
Illinois swine herd and a flock of sheep 
Other states have reported the disease in 
swine, but this may be the first time it has 
appeared in sheep in the United States 

Leptospirosis kills both young and 
adult animals when it strikes. Animals 
with the disease may be sick for several 
days and then either die or recover. In 
breeding stock the disease also causes a 
high rate of abortions. 

Symptoms of the disease in cattle vary, 
but watch for sudden illness, loss of ap- 
petite, fever, and blood-tinged urine or 
milk. Prompt treatment with antibiotics 
increases the chances of saving infected 
animals.

Be careful after sharp market changes. 
You need to be careful in marketing hogs 
the day after the price has gone up or 
down sharply. Farmers may react in one 
of two ways: (1) when prices start down, 
they may get scared, send more hogs to 
market, and force the price down even 
faster; or (2) they may delay marketing 
hogs after a drop to avoid a market glut 
and the ruinous price breaks that have 
occurred in the past 

In recent years farmers have generally 
marketed in an orderly way and reduced 
the severity of price breaks. For instance, 
a 12-market run of 158,700 hogs on Jan- 
uary 3, 1949, resulted in a break of over a 
dollar per hundred. The following day 
farmers sent only 47,100 hogs to market 
and the price worked up nearly a dollar 
per hundred

during seasons of rising prices, the latter 
part of the week is often the best time to 
sell. The early part of the week may be 
best when prices are falling 


It may not pay to add pounds. You are 
interested in net profit. There are times 
when adding more pounds doesn’t add 
to profit 

Here is an example of what we mean, 
Hogs gain on less feed at lighter weights 
it takes 4.6 pounds of feed to add a pound 


of gain at 200 pounds. At 270 pounds it 


takes 5.4 pounds of grain per pound of 


gain 

Unless you can sell hogs at a higher 
weight for enough more money to pay for the 
cost of the added gain, there’s no reason to 
feed them to the higher weight 

Here’s the idea stated another way 
Add the cost of gain to the present value 
of the hog. If that figure is less than the 
expected value of the heavier hog, it pays 


to feed him to that weight.

Things to know about 


Resilient 


Resitient floor coverings include asphalt, 
rubber, linoleum, vinyl plastic, and cork 
tile; linoleum and felt base. Gaining 
steadily in popularity, they have certain 
advantages as a flooring. And in the 
article, ““Tough and so attractive,” on 
pages 44 and 45, you will see some of the 
possibilities for decorating various rooms 
in your home around them 

To guide you in their use, here are 
some of the questions most often asked 
about their care, appropriateness, and 
ease of installation. 


Q What is the best method for cleaning 
and polishing resilient floor coverings? 

A There are certain similarities which 
are followed for all types, as far as up- 
keep goes. These are listed first. 

Daily care. Sweep your floor daily 
with soft broom or dry (not oi) mop. 
Sweeping compounds can be used if they 
contain no oils, sand, or chemicals. The 
kind that contains wax will help renew 
the finish on the floor. Wipe up spots as 
soon as they occur. 

Thorough washing. There is an old 
adage in the flooring business that “More 
floors are washed away than are worn 
away.” Perhaps Grandma’s habit of 
scouring her wood floors once a week with 
the strongest soap she could find was a 
wonderful practice for sanitary reasons, 
but as applied to modern resilient-type 
floors, it’s bad. 

A thorough washing usually is needed 
only two or three times a year. Use a 
mild soap and lukewarm water and rinse 
with clear, cold water. Don’t let water 
stand on the floor. 

Waxing. Here is the secret for a long- 
wearing floor. Use a water-emulsion type 
of wax. Pour enough on the floor to cover 
several square feet and spread it with a 
soft cloth or lamb’s-wool applicator, using 
straight back-and-forth strokes, not a 
circular motion. One thin film of wax or 
two films may be applied. If two films are 
used, be sure the first film is thoroughly 
dry before applying the second. Once a 
floor has been waxed in this way, all the 
future care needed is rewaxing at reason- 
able intervals. Before rewaxing, wipe the 
floor lightly with a wrung-out cloth to re- 
move any dirt or soilage. 

Never varnish, lacquer, or shellac, as 
these will darken with time and are very 
difficult to remove once they begin to 
wear off, 
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floor 
coverings 


Q Is any special care necessary for the 
various types of resilient floor cover- 
ings on the market? 

A The answer is yes. Manufacturers 
recommend the following specific 
instructions. 

Rubber. Be especially careful not to 
use oily soaps or cleaners, gasoline, ben- 
zine, naphtha, turpentine, or other organic 
solvents. Use only mild soaps and self- 
polishing wax. It should be buffed period- 
ically to keep the surface smooth. 

Cork. After long use, it may be im- 
proved by sanding with No. 1)% sand- 
paper followed by No. 00. Apply paste 
wax, buff, then use liquid wax. 

Vinyl. Manufacturers caution against 
the use of carbon tetrachlorides or ace- 
tone in removing spots, as they are sol- 
vents of vinyl. Very hot objects can also 
damage this material. Waxing isn’t nec- 
essary except for luster. 

Linoleum. Be particularly careful to 
use water sparingly to avoid moisture’s 
seeping under the covering and rotting or 
loosening the burlap backing. 

Felt base. Never use a power-driven 
scrubbing and polishing machine. Use all 
possible precautions to avoid denting. 

Asphalt. Be especially careful not to use 
oily soaps or cleaners, gasoline, benzine, 
naphtha, turpentine, paste wax, or other 
organic solvents. Use only mild soaps and 
self-polishing wax. 


Q How can seratches be concealed? 

A Scrub light scratches with liquid clean- 
er or cleaning powder, depending on 
type of floor, in lukewarm water. 
Rinse with clear water, dry, and apply 
wax. 

On linoleum, deep cuts or gouges may 
be filled as follows: With a sharp knife, 
scrape fine shavings from a small remnant 
of the linoleum. Mix these shavings with 
a colorless brushing lacquer until a heavy 
puttylike mixture results. Carefully fill 
the cuts or holes with this mixture, iron 
with the flat, smooth head of a hammer, 
and allow it to harden. Clean carefully 
and wax the area. 

Deep cuts or gouges in resilient-tile 
floors can most easily be repaired by re- 
placing the damaged tiles.

A Basement—asphalt tile. Bath—asphalt 
tile, cork tile, rubber tile, linoleum. 
Bedroom and living room—asphalt tile, 
cork tile, rubber tile, vinyl plastic tile 
Children’s room—asphalt tile, cork tile, 
linoleum. Dining room and library 
asphalt tile, cork tile, rubber tile. 
Hallway—asphalt tile, cork tile, lino- 
leum tile, vinyl plastic tile. Aitchen 
greaseproof asphalt tile, linoleum, 
vinyl plastic tile. 

Areas which get heavy traffic, such as 
hall and entranceway, need material 
which will withstand wear. Bedroom, liv- 
ing room, and dining room usually call 
for a floor covering with considerable 
decorative value. The kitchen floor, while 
providing a comfortable surface under- 
foot, must also be resistant to greases and 
liquids that ordinarily stain floors. Laun- 
dry and utility room should be floored 
with a material not easily affected by 
chemicals. A child’s room calls for a high- 
ly resilient floor to lessen bruises from 
romping and falling, and an insulated 
floor for greater warmth. Moist floors 
such as those in basements require either 
asphalt tile or some special waterproofing 
under other types. 


Q Which of these floorings can be in- 
stalled by the homeowner and which 
require professional labor? 
Professional labor is recommended for 
installing cork, inlaid linoleum, and 
vinyl plastic tiles. All the others can be 
quickly and easily installed by the 
average homeowner at considerable 
savings.

Now, fit in crops which require a short 
growing season. For instance, early rad- 
ishes or lettuce can be planted in the same 
row ahead of late carrots or cabbage. It is 
also possible to set tomato plants into al- 
ready established rows of spinach or let- 
tuce. These are set in the row at regular 
intervals before the short-season crop is 
entirely harvested. Later when the rest of 
the short-season crop is removed, the 
long-season crop can take over 

Ihese practices will enable you to 
raise a garden with a minimum of labor 

With a plan completed, it’s a simple 
matter to move the garden from your 
paper to the soil. END 





Home-mixed 


erowing mash 


Heres a home-mixed growing mash, 
recommended by the Illinois Experiment 
Station, which lets poultrymen use home- 
grown grains and save money 

For every 500 pounds of mash, com- 
bine 192 pounds of ground yellow corn 
100 pounds of pulverized oats, 50 pounds 
of ground wheat, 25 pounds of alfalfa 
meal, 90 pounds of soybean oil meal (41 
percent protein), x0 pounds of meat and 
bone scraps (50 percent protein), 5 
pounds of dried whey, 1/10 pound of dry 
vitamin D (2,000 grams per unit), 2'9 
pounds of iodized salt, '4 pound of lime- 
stone, and 15/100 pound of manganese 
sulfate (feed grade) 

Phis growing mash is 18 percent pro- 
tein and will probably cost a little over $4 

hundredweight 

lo spread the small amounts of vita- 
min D, limestone, iodized salt, and man- 
ganese sulfate evenly through the 500- 
pound mash, premix them with a smaller 
amount of the rest of the mash. Or they 
can be premixed with one ingredient and

calf losses 


A converted hog barn, insulated and 
well ventilated, has cut calf losses to the 
minimum for Bill Hitz, Polk County, 
lowa. The inside of the building is boxed. 
The walls and ceiling are insulated with 
ground corncobs. Freezing is no problem 
even during the coldest weather 

The moisture problem is taken care of 
by an automatically controlled fan on one 
end of the barn. The thermostat is placed 
about 6 feet from the floor near the center 
of the pens. During the winter, the con-

trols are set at about 44 degrees. A warm- 
air duct, with an adjustable cover, also 
aids in removing moist, warm air. 

The calf barn is divided into two sec- 
tions by an alleyway down the middle. 
Each side has four pens. They also can 
be used for maternity pens. A southern 
exposure gives the calves the benefit of 
sunlight, helping keep the pens warm 
and dry. During the summer, the barn 
is used for fitting animals. 


Urea—source of protein 


Urea as a source of protein in dairy 
feed is completely safe when a few pre- 
cautions are followed. Its use can some- 
times cut the feed bill when other protein 
sources are relatively expensive. 

Urea is an inorganic nitrogenous com- 
pound formed by combining ammonia 
and carbon dioxide under pressure. Bac- 
teria present in the rumen of cattle can 
use this nitrogen to form amino acids 
which the animals use to build new body 
tissues 

E. J. Perry, extension dairyman at the 
Rutgers Experiment Station, suggests 
limiting the amount of urea in the mix- 
ture to no more than 's of the total pro- 
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tein ration. Feed this as part of the grain 
mix and mix it thoroughly with the other 
feed ingredients. Another recommenda- 
tion is to use no more than 60 pounds of 
urea to a ton of feed. To get the best 
possible results from urea, the rest of the 
mixture should be made up of high- 
energy feeds such as corn. 


*“Steamed-up” heifers 


The English have a term for fitting 
or preparing an animal for calving. They 
call it “steaming up” the animal. Not a 
bad term, either, since “steaming up” 
infers storing power really to produce 
after calving. An animal with little or no 
head of steam can’t be expected to take a 
profitable place in a herd 

It takes time and feed to “steam up” a 
first-calf heifer. Too many heifers look all 
beat up at the start of their first lactation 
Undoubtedly many potentially good 
ones are sold because they just weren't 
fitted 

Heifers should get 4 to 8 pounds of 
grain daily for 6 weeks prior to calving, 
the amount depending on their condition 
and how good and how much pasture, 
hay, or silage they are getting. Grain fed 
prior to calving is worth much more in 
terms of milk produced than the same 
grain fed to a thin heifer after she has 
calved. 


High breeding efficiency 


Artificial breeding can match bulls on 
breeding efficiency if tried and proved 
techniques are followed. The 130 or so 
technicians using semen from bulls owned 
by the New York Artificial Breeders’ 
Cooperative have maintained a 60-99- 
day nonreturn of 70 to 72 percent for the 
past three years. This percentage will 
adjust downward about 5 percent in 
terms of calves born, but that is at least 
equal to natural bull service 

A recent survey answered by 65 tech- 
nicians reveals that 60 percent of the 
herds using artificial breeding service 
keep no bulls. These herds accounted for 
75 percent of all the cows the technicians 
bred. 


Cut barn-cleaning time 


Cutting barn-cleaning time and labor 
has been the object of continuing studies 
by Wisconsin agricultural engineers 
F. W. Duffee and L. A. Brooks at the 
Electric Research Farm 

Look at the time required by some of 
the older methods of cleaning a barn! 
Using a wheelbarrow, it took 70 seconds

per day per cow. Where a litter carrier 
was used, cleaning took 56 seconds per 
day per cow. With two men loading a 
spreader pulled down a center alley, the 
average daily cleaning time was 55 
seconds per cow 

With the use of a semi-automatic barn 
cleaner—a scoop which pulls the manure 
along the gutter and elevates it into a 
spreader—much of the hand labor is 
eliminated. On two farms using these 
semi-automatic cleaners, the average 
cleaning time was only 28 seconds for 
each cow per day. No lifting is necessary 

the farmer spends most of his time 
walking and guiding the scoop 

A winch, powered by an electric motor, 
pulls the scoop. The operator steers the 
scoop along the gutter. When the manure 
is dumped from the scoop, a gear is re- 
leased and the farmer pulls the scoop 
back toward him to clean another gutter 
section. The operation usually starts be- 
hind the first three or four cows nearest 
the cleaner. Duffee and Brooks recom- 
mend this type of unit for a small dairy 
farm, because of lower cost of installation, 
yet with efficiency of operation 

An automatic barn cleaner is better 
for farmers with large herds. Test times 
show the average cleaning time is 13 
seconds per cow per day on herds up to 
25 head—or about 5 minutes for 25 cows 
For herds above that, the cost of the auto- 
matic cleaner can be more easily carried 
and the only work which has to be done 
is scraping the center alleys and stalls.—

Hard, soft water equal 


Dairy farmers with a hard-water prob- 
lem need not worry about its effect on 
milk production. Cows need plenty of 
water—their least expensive feed—for 
milk production, whether it’s soft or hard 

Dairy scientists at Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute picked 12 cows as nearly alike 
as possible in age, size, milk production, 
and calving month. All received the same 
ration. Six spent 56 days on soft water, 
while the other 6 had hard well water 
Then the two groups had the hard and 
soft water switched for another 56 days. 
The cows drank the same amount of 
water, ate the same amounts, made equal 
body gains, and produced about the same 
amounts of milk, on hard or soft water. 


Check for bad teeth 


Have a veterinarian check your cow’s 
mouth for injuries or bad teeth if she has 
difficulty chewing her feed or if she laps 
cold water with her tongue. Dr. L. R 
Bain, University of Illinois college of 
veterinary medicine, says that cows often 
lap cold water with their tongue to keep 
it away from a sensitive tooth. If the 
tooth isn’t extracted, milk production 
may be seriously reduced

What is your

Are you a 12, a 20, a 1414? Or do you 
know for sure? If you’re like most Ameri- 
can women, you've often wondered. And 
you’ve doubtless had the experience of 
buying—or making—a garment only to 
find countless alterations required for a 
really perfect fit 

Of recent years, though, research and 
science have left their mark on the cloth- 
ing industry. Actually, when the govern- 
ment began to measure the WAVES and 
WACs for uniforms, it was found to 
everyone’s amazement that the three 
standard size ranges (junior, misses’, and 
women’s) in the fashion field were far 
from adequate. And the size world needed 
to be juggled up to date 

Each group of sizes had been deter- 
mined through time gone by, more on the 
basis of age than on actual body measure- 
ment. Children’s sizes meant almost 
everyone up to about 16. This despite the 
fact that at 11 or 12, young girls begin to 
mature bodily, making the wide-waisted, 
narrow-shouldered children’s dresses 
most inaccurate. Junior sizes were for late 
teens only, and, in both patterns and 
ready-to-wear, were far too youthfully 
styled for happy wearing by other age 
groups. In the case of both misses’ and 
women’s sizes, there was little considera- 
tion given to the widely different figure 
types found among the women buyers 

Following are the eight realistic classi- 
fications now set up in the world of female 
apparel. One of these is for you—with a 
minimum of changing. And, though 
manufacturers may vary their sizes slight- 
ly one to another, a general range is 
adapted to your specific figure require- 
ments. Within that range, you will con- 
sistently find your best fit. 


Girl’s. This is a child’s size 

range constructed exclusively 

for the young and growing fig- 

ure that is flat and undeveloped. 

Usually the girl’s figure is short- 

er and stockier from shoulder to 
waistline than is the teen-age figure 
Waistline, too, is more than often unde- 
fined. Girl's sizes are from 6 to 14. 


e Teen sizes, The teen figure is 
a still immature, but is longer- 
waisted than the young girl's 
figure. It is beginning to de- 
velop, and generally speaking, 
it is somewhat fuller in the 
bust and hips. Teen sizes in 
this group run from 10 to 16, 


7 Junior sizes. Here it must 
AA. be pointed out that junior 
sizes today are cut for figure 
measurements, not for age 
alone. Consequently, young 
women beyond their teens 
may find them right in every 
way. Usually, the junior fig- 
ure is between 5'1” and 5’6” in height, 
with a slim, short waist and small, high 
bust. Junior is indicated with odd num- 
bers from 7 to 17, and in ready-to-wear 
even by the number 5 for exceptionally 
small juniors. 


y Misses’. The regulation 
misses’ size group is for the 
so-called “average” figure 
Surprisingly, though, surveys 
have shown that this is per- 
haps the most un-average 
figure of all. To wear a miss- 
es’ size with the least altera- 

tion, your height should be somewhere 
between 5/3” and 5’9”; you will be slim 
to medium in build, and have a medium 
to long waistline. Misses’ sizes run from 
10 to 20. 


* Women’s. Women’s sizes

A ket, but are no longer styled 

only for the older woman 

with full figure. ‘They are for

girth through the abdomen, 
waist, diaphragm, and hips. The half-size 
range includes styles for youthful and old- 
er tastes alike. Sizes are 12'4 to 261% 


e Tall. Newest of all is for the 
used-to-be-forgotten tall gal 
Fall girls (5'8” and over) until 
recently have had an unending 
struggle with hemlines, waist- 
lines, and sleeves. Now, sizes 
cut for them are usually longer- 
waisted, broader in the back, 
shoulders, and hips, longer in 

length. Tall sizes are 10 to 20 


Tan and brief sizes you will seldom find 
included in the pattern groups. For, ac- 
tually, pattern adjusting is a relatively 
simple matter. After establishing your 
general figure type, size is determined by 
your measurements. 

Advance Patterns suggest that for home 
sewing, you take two bust measurements 

regulation bust and high chest. Jf the 
bust measures no more than 4" larger than the 
high chest, buy the pattern size nearest to the 
chest measurement, substituting chest for bust 
when reading the pattern envelope. If it is more 
than 4" larger than the high chest, add 2" to 
the chest measure for correct pattern size. 


Take these measurements for 

the most accurate pattern fit: 

For bust measurement—measure over 
the fullest part of the bust. Do not pull 
the tape too tightly. 

For high chest—measure up under arms 

For waist—measure a normal waistline, 
drawing tape closely. 

For hips—measure 7 inches below waist- 
line, not drawing tape tightly. 

For length of waist front—pin a tape at 
normal waistline. Then measure from 
center of shoulder to the tape, over 
fullest part of the bust 

For length of waist back— measure from 
base of neck to waistline 

For width across back place tape 4 
inches below neck and measure from 
armhole to armhole 

For length of skirt at center back—meas- 
ure from waistline at center back 

For sleeve length—measure underarm 
from armhole to wrist. END

Farmer's Washington

Sign of the times. One of the little- 
noticed events of the past lew months has 
been the fact that the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration has about run out of money 
to make loans to farmers in need 

The fact is that farm price decrease 
forced many farmers to apply to the gov 
ernment for loans they were unable to 
get elsewhere. The Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration was granted $120 million by 
Congress for operating loans in the yeat 
which will close next June 30. But in six 


months that amount virtually vanished 


Conservation loans, One of the impor- 
tant measures to be initiated for farmers 
in the new Congress will be a conservation 
loan plan. It will be proposed by Repre- 
sentative Clifford Hope of Kansas, Re- 
publican chairman of the House Agri 
culture Committee 

Farmers would be allowed to make 
long-term federal loans to tinance the 
more ambitious types of conservation 
practices 

New legislation also will be asked to 
require price supports for feed grains to 
supplement those on oats, barley, rye, 
and grain sorghum. President Ejisen- 
hower promised action on such legislation 
in his farm speech at the national plowing 
match at Kasson, Minnesota, last fall. 


Big dams vs. little dams. U.S.D.A 
is in the Hood-control business —as well as 
the Corps of Engineers and the Interior 
Department. It makes surveys for the so- 
called upstream projects—terracing and 
so on—near the source of the flood waters 
The army engineers, on the other hand 
do their work with large dams and reser- 
voirs to control flood waters before they 
rise 

Theoretically there has been close co- 
operation between U.S.D.A. and the 
army engineers on these two types of 
projects. Actually, that cooperation has 
not existed. A house public works com 
mittee, calling the controversy “disgrace 
ful,” has just blown the whole thing out 
of the water 

It said each agency is overlapping the 
other, and their work has the local people 
in complete confusion, resulting in wa 
and delays while the flood waters roll on 

The committee demanded that all 
[ S.D \ flood surveys cease and the 
engineers be given the right to approve 
any dams or structures high on the 
streams to stop the flood waters before 
they start 

Behind the supposed unity, the report 
charged, lies a chaotic situation in 
which farmers indulge in verbal duels 
with urban dwellers over the respective 
flood-control plans and try to drag the 
two agencies into battles in hopes of im 
proving their own position 

In one ¢ amp the re isa group ol lar ith 
ers and others who believe in both down 
stream reservoirs and upstream control 
measures and simply wish to see them 


conducted in a comprehensive manner 
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‘There are other groups who have no 
objection to lower river works but who 
would like to intensify the upstream pro- 
gram. Another body, composed of farm- 
ers facing inundation by big maia-stream 
dams, private-power-afhliated groups, 
anti-big-anything people, and a band of 
apparently sincere watershed farmers, 
claims that the watershed scheme can 
provide total flood control.” 

Guess is that the engineers will win in 
the long run and the government will go 
on spending huge sums for huge dams 


Congress liked Hope. If a vote had 
been taken in Congress on who ought to 
be secretary of agriculture, Representa- 
tive Clifford Hope probably would have 
won hands down 

However, there appeared to be some 
prejudice in the Eisenhower administra- 
tion against appointing high government 
officials from Eisenhower's home state of 
Kansas. 

Hope says that he was never offered the 
post of secretary of agriculture. He says he 
is “somewhat relieved,” for he would pre- 
fer to be chairman of the House Agricul- 
ture Committee. 

A rather compelling reason why 
Eisenhower made no cabinet appoint- 
ments from Congress was the narrow ma- 
jority of the Republican party in both 
houses. Vacancies would have been filled 
by special elections, and while the Re- 
publicans might have won, new members 


would have had unknown qualities 


Wheat problem. Those farmers who 
don't grow wheat, and have no occasion 
to follow the ups and downs of this com- 
moditv, may be interested to know that 
quite a problem about wheat is in the off- 
ing. Most wheat raisers already are 
worrving about it 

Some say it will all come to a head 
about two years from now. They say the 
arf lus problem in wheat will be acute Due to 
the worldwide use of this « rop, anything 
adversely aflecting the wheat-marketing 
situation makes economists prick up their 
ears with interest. There never is any gen- 
eral agreement on the trend of world- 
wide economic conditions. Therefore, if 
something happens to wheat, it causes 
worry in a dozen cafntals all over the world 

Phe facts are that world production is 
soaring above the prewar average. Amer- 
ican wheat exports apparently are going 
to decline. The situation is expected to 
grow increasingly soft for the American 
wheat producer. Some of the big boys 
are getting a little panicky, and are bring- 
ing pressure to bear. All this may make 
one of the Eisenhower administration’s 
first big farm problems. END

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Selecting a 


Wardrobe

Na a single expectant mother needs ad- 
vice on how to select the softest and love- 
liest baby garments. But surely I was not 
alone when I failed to consider some of 
the special health and comfort require- 
ments of a tiny new baby and some of the 
practical points 

For one thing, when I shopped for a 
layette, the tiny garments appealed to 
me so much that I made most of my 
purchases in the 6-months size. After a 
few weeks of wear, my husky son needed 
new clothes, Doctors advise the purchase 
of size 2 

Then, some of the loveliest little things 
I bought did not wash well. Especially in 
a minimum layette, it’s important to 
select garments that will take daily wash- 
ings without shrinking or stretching 

Another thing I failed to keep in mind 
was convenience in dressing. It is wise to 
buy garments that open out flat or go on 
over Baby's feet. Being turned on his 
tummy, again, does not please even the 
most patient little squirmer in the least, 
so side openings are very helpful 

Among my mistakes was that ol buy ing 
too many luxury items for our baby and 
then having to stretch a tight budget to 
include some necessities. | would suggest 


a minimum layette of the following 


3 or 4 dozen diapers 

3 to 6 shirts 

3 to 6 nightgowns 

3 to 6 quilted pads 

3 to 6 sheets 

2 or 3 protective pants or holders 

2 protective sheets or waterproof 
sheeting 

3 or 4 lightweight blankets 

1 or 2 sweaters or sacks 


l or 2 caps or bonnets 


Laundry and drying facilities deter- 
mine the number of garments. If you have 
an automatic clothes dryer, 2 dozen dia- 
pers might see you through a typical day, 
if you don’t use them for sheets in the 
baby’s bassinet and for protective shoul- 
der pads. With clothesline drying, it is 
wise to have the larger number 

The number of blankets and the ma- 
terial of which they are made depend on 
the climate in which you live and the sea- 
son in which your baby is born. Light- 
weight blankets are most satisfactory be- 
cause it is easier to adjust the covering to 
the temperature, and they bundle around 
the baby easilv. Knit shawls of wool, or 
all-wool flannel blankets, are best for cold 
climates; light cotton flannel in moderate 
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for Baby 


climates. The choice of blankets is im- 
portant, for too much weight can harm 
your child’s posture. 

More sweaters and sacks are nice to 
have, but remember your baby will re- 
ceive some gifts, and those are favorite 
selections for gift giving. Those you buy 
should have shoulder openings with but- 
tons, or open all the way down the front. 

I'he double-breasted vest which opens 
out flat is easy to put on. Gather up the 
sleeveless vest, grasp your baby’s hand, 
and draw it into the sleeve. Watch his 
little fingers so they are not bent back- 
ward in pulling them through. With one 
little arm in, lift Baby slightly; pull the 
shirt under him and adjust the second 
sleeve in the same manner as the first. 
Smooth the vest across his chest and 
fasten the tapes with bowknots. 

Of course you may dress your baby in 
pretty little frocks when guests are com- 
ing. However, they really prefer the solid 
comforts of a nightie. 

The nightgown that ties at the bottom 
and at the wrists is excellent for keeping 
active arms and feet covered. It can be 
pulled on from the feet up, pulling the 
little hands through the sleeves in the 
same manner as you do with the double- 
breasted vest. Draw the strings up and tie 
with slipknots—less wearing on the tapes 
and your fingernails than hard knots. 

Besides wearables, there are several 
other articles you will be wise in buying 
before the baby arrives. You will need 
the following for a minimum preparation: 


1 crib, basket, or bassinet 

1 crib, basket, or bassinet liner 

1 firm mattress 

2 or 3 dozen large safety pins 

2 or 3 bars mild seap 

1 or 2 each, lotion or oil and powder 
6 to 12 bottles, with extra nipples 
3 or 4 baby washcloths 

2 or 3 baby bath towels 

2 or 3 baby face towels 

1 covered pail for diapers

If low-quality forage or silage is fed, 
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concentrates such as soybean, linseed, or 
cottonseed meal should be used. Other- 
wise, cows will not be able to utilize thei: 
feed efficiently. 

A third item to consider in determining 
how much concentrate to feed is the rela- 
tive cost of roughage and concentrates, 
If grains are high, you may be ahead to 
cut down on them and increase good- 
quality roughage in the ration. If grains 
are relatively cheap, you probably can 
boost production and profit by increasing 
this ingredient. 


r 

The final answer as to how much con- 
centrate you can afford to substitute for 
roughage depends on the supply and 
price of these feeds 

A fourth factor for you to consider in 
feeding grain and roughage is the price 
you receive for milk. If milk prices are 
high in your area, you will be wise to feed 
more concentrates. If milk prices are 
lower than normal, adding another 
pound of grain or concentrate to the cow’s 
feed may cost more than the increase in 
milk will bring in. 

For example, let’s assume that 4-per- 
cent milk is selling for $5.50 at the farm. 
And let’s say concentrates are $4.50 per 
hundred and hay is worth $30 a ton. 
Then, taking figures given in a previous 
experiment, we can tell if adding an- 
other few pounds of grain is profitable 
with milk at $5.50. 

If 6 pounds of grain are added to a 
roughage diet. for cows, each pound of 
grain results in .8 pound more milk and 
requires .8 pound less hay. In this experi- 
ment, then, the cost of the extra grain is 
4.5 cents, and the return is 4.4 cents’ 
worth of milk and 1.2 cents’ worth of hay 
saved. For each 100 pounds of grain 
added, the farmer made $1.10 net profit. 

If the extra milk produced and hay 
saved would only equal the cost of 
the extra grain fed, then the dairyman 
wouldn’t even be breaking even after fig- 
uring his labor cost. Adding extra grain 
would be unprofitable, unless the dairy- 
man was attempting a production record, 

There are two exc epuons, however, to 
feeding both roughages and concentrates 
for most efficient production. If you can 
buy good-quality alfalfa at a bargain price 
when concentrates are sky-high, then you 
can make more money feeding roughage 
alone. Of, if you live near a large city, 
with high-priced land and inadequate 
storage for bulky roughage, you may find 
it profitable to feed concentrates liberally

Disc insecticide in thoroughly. For the 
present these treatments are not recom- 
mended where potatoes, carrots, or other 
root vegetables are to be grown in the 
next two years. 


Seed-corn beetle (illustrated, page 42) 
You may find two kinds of seed-corn 
beetle. One is solid chestnut brown in 
color; the other is brown with two darker 
stripes on the wings. Unlike wireworms 
and seed-corn maggots, they will not be 
near the kernel except when feeding 
They tunnel from the surface, into the 
hill. Lindane seed treatment is effective 


Seed-corn maggots (illustrated, page 
42) are headless, whitish maggots which 
tunnel into the softened kernel as it is 
germinating. The adult flies seem to be 
attracted to heavily manured fields or 
high-organic-matter soils. Top-dressing 
cornfields with manure after planting, as 
is practiced in some areas, is very attrac- 
tive to them. Where stand is seriously re- 
duced, replant. If they’ve been trouble- 
some in past, use lindane seed treatment 


Corn rootworm (illustrated, page 43) 
The rootworms are slender, whitish 
worms up to /4 inch long. The northern 
corn rootworm is unusual because the 
larvae can feed only on the roots of corn 
The beetles lay their eggs in the soil, and 
most feeding by the young larvae takes 
place in June and early July. They rarely 
begin feeding early enough to reduce the 
stand—real damage comes later. 

Ihe southern corn rootworm feeds 
some on the root surfaces, and eventually 
tunnels into and practically “dehorns’’ 
even the larger roots, the same as the 
northern corn rootworm. The southern 
corn rootworm is called “budworm’”’ in 
the South. There it tunnels into the plants 
and will kill them when 6 to 18 inches 
tall. Replanting is the only solution. 

When the ground is softened by rain, 
plants suffering from rootworm damage 
fall over readily from wind or just the 
weight of the ears. This usually is the first 
evidence of rootworms. Then the plant 
will bend upward as it grows, resulting in 
a characteristic “‘gooseneck” in the stalk 

Often the lodging is so bad that you 
can't follow the rows with a picker. The 
losses in yield are direct and indirect. The 
actual yield is reduced, and many ears on 
root-lodged stalks are not harvested by 
pickers.

The dosages for these materials should 
be from '% to | pound of actual insecti- 
cide per acre. The best methods found so 
far for applying them are: (1) mixed with 
starter fertilizer and banded along the 
rows or hills at time of planting (you 
should be ordering this now); (2) sprayed 
broadcast just before the plowed land is 
disced up for planting; (3) directed in a 
6- or 8-inch band behind the planter shoe, 
but not on the seed, using a planter- 
mounted sprayer 


Cutworms (illustrated, page 43). Small 
corn cut off at ground level spells cut- 
worms. The damage is more evident than 
the worms themselves, which usually will 
be found coiled up under a convenient 
clod during the daytime. The worms 
move into the corn from adjoining sods 
and grassy fields where they have grown 
from eggs deposited the previous fall 

If you see damage, watch the field 
closely. The minute it looks as though 
the number of clipped corn plants is on 
the increase, go ahead and spray, either 
from ground or air. Best kill is obtained 
with a ground sprayer set to cover a strip 
i2 to 18 inches wide over each row. Use

Sod webworms (not illustrated). Look 
for silk-lined tunnels 1 or 2 inches down 
into the ground—often in the center of a 
hill of corn. The worm is gray-brown or 
dirty white in color with prominent 
brown or black spots. They often are as- 
sociated with cutworms and do similar 
damage. Spray for them in exactly the 
same way you would for cutworms. Con- 
trol is not as quick and sure as for cut- 
worms, however 


Corn billbugs (illustrated, page 43) 
Only occasionally do billbugs damage a 
stand enough to warrant replanting—but 
every farmer has seen their work. ‘They 
pierce the young plant just above the 
ground level, and when the leaf unfolds, 
a neat row of holes appears across the 
leaf. Stand damage comes early and you 
may confuse it with that caused by some 
of the seed insects. You will find these 
weevils just under the soil. If the stand 
looks weak and you are sure it’s billbug 
replant, or spray with 2 pounds of toxa- 


phene or DDT per acre 


European corn borer (illustrated, page 
43). The borer is the No. 1 corn pest in 
most areas. The borer itself is a well- 
known inhabitant of the stalk and ear 
shanks of growing corn. Less well known 
are the moths and eggs. The moths (see 
illustration) often can be kicked out of 
fence rows. The eggs resemble a flat- 
tened drop of wax, almost always on the 
underside of the leaf 

There are two broods of borers over 
most of the Cornbelt each season. The 
overwintering borers produce moths 
which lay eggs usually around the time 
the biggest corn is knee-high. These first- 
brood borers are the ones to watch

It usually will pay you to spray for 
borers if you find an average of 50 or more 
egg masses per 100 plants, and the corn is 
35 inches tall, extended. Look closely at 
all leaves of a number of corn plants in a 
row and do this several places in the field 
Treatment is also in order if you see a 
large amount of “shothole” feeding 
(tiny holes in the leaves made by young 
borers before they bore into the stalk) 
after the corn is 35 inches or taller 

DDT is the most available insecticide 
and is usually applied in a spray. Use 
3 quarts of DDT emulsion concentrate 
in down to 5 gallons of water per acre 
Where using wettable powder, be sure 
to use 144 pounds of actual DDT per 
acre in at least 15 gallons of water. One 
treatment is usually enough in field corn 

Also important to borer control are 
certain factors—partly under your con- 
trol. You can avoid very early or very 
late planting. First-brood borer moths 
head for the earliest-planted fields. Sec- 
ond-brood moths go to the later plantings 

Also, natural enemies such as the 
Lydella fly have come into the picture 
and are greatly reducing borer numbers 
in many areas. Full details of corn-boret 
control for your state are given in North 
Central Regional Publication No. 22 (re- 
vised), available from the information 
office of your state agricultural college 


Japanese beetle (illustrated, page 43). 
Here is an important insect in the East 
that may someday appear in the heart of 
the Cornbelt. Both the grubs and the 
beetles feed on all sorts of plants. On corn 
the main damage is the silk feeding by 
the adults, which reduces pollination. Be 
on the lookout for this fellow. He’s no 
good! At present there is no chemical 
control on corn 


Grasshoppers (illustrated, page 43) 
Younger grasshoppers prefer many plants 
to corn, and generally do little feeding on 
it. They reach the adult stage about the 
time fence rows and pastures are getting 
ripe or drying up. These mature hoppers 
migrate freely to green corn 

When you first see hopper damage, find 
the place they are coming from. By spray- 
ing a strip 20 or 30 feet wide along the 
border of the stubble or pasture nearest 
the cornfield, you will reduce further 
migration. 

The approximate dosages of actual in- 
sect ides for use in Spra’ form, expressed 
in pounds per acre, are: toxaphene, 1/9; 
chlordane, 1; aldrin, ‘4; and lindane, 
1/5. These amounts may be cut about 25 


percent for use against young hoppers 


The chinch bug (illustrated, page 43) 
The usual pattern of chinch-bug injury is 
heavy damage along the field margins 
next to small grains. Heavy infestations 
may spread over the whole field. Chinch 
bugs thrive in hot, dry weather, and do 
greatest damage in fields low in both 
moisture and fertility.

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Start worrying when chinch bugs be- 
come numerous enough to increase dry- 
ing and curling of the corn leaves 

Chinch-bug outbreaks have been so 
scattered the past few years that many of 
the newer insecticides have not been test- 
ed on them. Dieldrin at '% pound or toxa- 
phene at 2 pounds actual per acre have 
looked promising where they have been 
tried 

Best usage is to spray strips from 1 to 
several rods wide along the margins be- 
tween corn and small-grain fields. Con- 
trol is improved by supplementing the 
spray with 5-percent toxaphene dust 
barriers, about 2 feet in width and with 
enough dust to show up on smooth ground. 


Corn-ear worm (illustrated, page 45) 
This is one of the most important corn in- 
sects. It is more destructive in the South, 
but occurs wherever corn is grown. Most 
eggs are laid on exposed silks, and the 
small larvae migrate down the silk chan- 
nel to the ear, feeding as thev go. They do 
not tunnel into the cob or shank 

The first line of defense against ear- 
worm damage is the use of hybrids with 
good husk covering. Present insecticide 
recommendations are useful in sweet 
corn and possibly seed-producing fields, 
but are too expensive for general use in 
field corn. 


Corn leaf aphid (illustrated, page 43). 
rhe corn leaf aphid is an important in- 
sect that we know little about. It often 
appears in great numbers on tassels and 
upper leaves late in the season. Leaves 
may become sticky and black from the 
syrupy honeydew it excretes 

This plant louse is one cause of nub- 
bins and barren stalks and under some 
conditions it cuts vields 

Some varieties are quite susceptible to 
corn leaf aphid, and these should not be 
planted where it is a problem. Parathion 
in spray or dust form has been suggested 
for the control of this insect, but is not 
generally recommended because of the 
hazards of application. We will have to 
rely on corn breeders to keep us ahead of 
this insect. 


Grape colaspis (not illustrated). This 
pest of corn will be found as a small grub 
feeding on the roots. You'll rarely see 
damage from the insect before the corn is 
around 6 inches tall. Stunted plants and 
purple streaking of the lower leaves 
similar to phosphorus deficiency are 
signs of colaspis damage. The insect usu- 
ally appears only in cornfields following 
clover. It usually is controlled by fall- 
plowing 

When you buy a ready-made suit, 
some alterations may be needed to give 
you a perfect fit.

For best 
results it should be used on birds that are 
from 1 to 4 months old. It should not be 
used on laying flocks 

The killed-virus vaccine has the ad- 
vantage of being harmless and unable to 
produce the disease. However, it pro- 
duces a variable immunity which some- 
times lasts only a short time 

Doctor Alberts says each of the vac- 
cines will protect your chickens against 
Newcastle disease if it is properly used 
The important thing to do is to pick the 
right vaccine for the job.

New source of protein 


MC-47, or betaine, has stepped into 
the protein feed picture. The material is 
a liquid residue from the manufacture of 
monosodium glutamate which, in turn, is 
manufactured from sugar-beet molasses 

This new beet by-product has proved 
to have the same amount of feed replace- 
ment as blackstrap molasses in fattening 
steers and lambs. It has a 20-percent pro- 
tein equivalent, about 5 times the protein 
of cane molasses. However, it is low in 
total digestible nutrients 

Similar gains resulted with wether 
lambs fed alfalfa hay plus 20 percent 
molasses, and with comparable lambs fed 
alfalfa hay plus 20 percent MC-47.—H.

Kill insects through blood? 


The treatment of livestock with injec- 
tions of insecticides to control common ex- 
ternal parasites, such as flies, mosquitoes, 
and lice, is being tested, according to a 
United States Department of Agriculture 
entomologist. 

The entomologist, A. W. Lindquist, 
said that in cooperation with the Oregon 
Agricultural Experiment Station, the 
U.S.D.A. Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine is exploring this possi- 
bility of insect control. He emphasized 
that these investigations are exploratory 
and that the research has not advanced 
far enough to consider practical use of the 
chemicals tested. If the studies continue 
to show promise, a search will be made 
for effective and safe materials. 

The chemical lindane, alone of five in- 
secticides tested, was eflective against 
deer flies and mosquitoes when injected 
under the skin of cattle. Once injected, the 
lindane is carried through the blood 
stream to all parts of the animal's body. 
When a fly or mosquito pierces the ani- 
mal’s skin in an attempt to feed, it is 
dosed with the insecticide. Lindquist said 
that the other four insecticides used in 
these early tests—aldrin, allethrin, diel- 
drin, and heptachlor—-had been effective 
against a variety of external parasites 


when injected into mice, but were not 


satisfactory as a cattle injection. 


Feeding high-protein corn 


What effect does the protein content of 


corn have on the feeding value? Thirty 
black-faced Western lambs fed for 70 days 
at the Illinois Experiment Station on ra- 
tions of corn, ground timothy hay, and 
molasses afforded an opportunity to com- 
pare the feeding value of corn varying in 
protein content 

The corn fed to one lot of these lambs 
contained 2 percent of protein, a high 
level of protein. Another lot received corn 
with 11 percent protein, or a medium- 
high-protein corn.

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low-protein corn, averaging only 7.72 


percent protein. Soils of low fertility are 
usually apt to produce corn of low pro- 
tein content. 

The study revealed that the lambs 
which received the high-protein corn, as 
well as those fed the medium-high-pro- 
tein corn, made greater gains and pro- 
duced more wool than lambs fed the low- 
protein corn. However, a comparison of 
the groups fed the high-protein corn with 
those fed the medium-high-protein corn 
showed no significant differences in gains, 
or in the amount of wool produced. 


Alfalfa cubes for lambs 


One effective way of licking the labor 
shortage in lamb fattening is to self-feed 
the fattening ration in the form of cubes. 
Tests at the New Mexico Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station last year proved this 
method of feeding entirely satisfactory 
and reduced labor costs by as much as 80 
percent over hand-feeding methods. 

In these tests, self-fed alfalfa cubes, 
made from low-grade alfalfa hay, proved 
more efficient for fattening lambs than 
did more expensive medium-grade hay 
fed by hand. For the first 35 days of the 
feeding period, the cube-fed lambs were 
given free access to cubes containing 60 
percent hay and 40 percent concentrates. 
During a succeeding period cubes of this 
composition were gradually reduced and 
those containing 50 percent hay and 50 
percent concentrates were increased. The 
lambs were fed the latter mixture for an 
additional 40 days. 

In addition to saving labor, the cube- 
fed lambs gained some 26 percent faster 
and fattened on 30 percent less hay and 7 
percent less grain than did the hand-fed 
lambs. No difference was found in the 
carcass grades of the lambs from the two 


lots.— 7. H. B., Maryland. 


Feed antibiotics to calves 


Calves fed antibiotics generally grow 
faster and are less subject to scours and 
other digestive disturbances than calves 
receiving no antibiotics. Research work- 
ers J. K. Lossli and R. G. Warner of Cor- 
nell University found that antibiotic-fed 
calves required about 9 percent less feed 
to make a unit of gain than did the others. 

They used 40 pairs of calves in one test 
One of each pair was fed aureomycin, the 
other served as a control 

Here’s what happened. The calves on 
the antibiotic gained an average of 22 
percent more rapidly during the first 8 
weeks than did the controls. The control 
calves scoured an average of 10 days dur- 
ing this 8-week period, whereas calves re- 
ceiving antibiotics scoured only 4 days 

The calves were allowed hay and a calf 
starter free-choice during the first 2 
months. Calves receiving antibiotics con- 
sumed 30 percent more of the starter than 
did the control calves, but there was no 
difference in the intake of hay. The anti- 
biotic feeding reduced the feed required 
for gain by about 9 percent.

motors, fans, and thermostats. The answer 
is—-make the animal shelter warmer. You can 
do it several ways 

One way to keep temperatures up is to 
conserve animal heat. In most cases, animals 
will be the only source of heat. Prevent as 
much heat from escaping as possible 
Close up the cracks around the doors and 
windows, reduce the window area where 
single-thickness glass is used, and put 
storm sashes over the rest. Lower the 
ceiling to confine the heat nearer the ani- 
mals, and insulate the walls and ceiling 

A word of caution, though, about insu- 
lating—-always provide a vapor barrier 
between the insulation and the warm, moist air 
to keep the insulation and wall or ceiling 
cavities dry. (Insulation and moisture 
control were covered in the February 
Successful Farming, page 48.) 


| way to help your ventilation 
system is to add heat as a supplement to that 
given off by the animals. Heat lamps or a 
furnace will help keep the temperature 
up and enable the air in the building to 
hold more moisture 

Or the sun itself may be used to add 
heat. Using solar heat requires the use of 
insulating glass, as large areas of single- 
thickness glass lose too much heat at 
night. Insulating glass—two panes of 
glass with dry air sealed between—lets 
solar heat into the building during the 
day but slows heat loss at night. 

Large areas of glass, on southern ex- 
posures, should be shaded during the 
summer to prevent excessive heat “build- 
up”’ in the building. 

A third way to provide better housing 
conditions for your livestock is to use a 
ventilating system that will recover some of 
the heat normally lost through ventilation 
itself. Experimental work done by agri- 
cultural engineers at lowa State College 
has resulted in the adaptation of a heat- 
exchanger principle to livestock ventilating 
problems. (For how it works, see large 
drawing on page 53.) Units, manufac- 
tured commercially on a limited basis, 
have been tested under actual farm con- 
ditions by agricultural engineers at Pub- 
lic Service Company of Northern Illinois. 
They show considerable promise. 

In this system heat, normally lost in 
exhausting warm air, is transferred to the 
incoming air. Running both incoming air 
and exhaust air through a series of ducts 
and tubes does the job. The action is as 
simple as the one in an automobile heat- 
er where engine heat is dissipated to the 


passenger compal tment 


= are other advantages in using a 
heat exchanger. Neither moisture nor 
odors are transferred through the metal 
tubes to the incoming air. Since animal 
heat is returned to the shelter and mois- 
ture is removed, less building insulation 
is required

Although there are many arrangements 
for ventilation control, here are some 
basic recommendations that apply to all 


ones used in farm buildings 


Fan selection. Select a fan that will 
force the required amount of air at a static 
pressure of at least 14 inch of water. A 
fan with this pressure rating will guaran- 
tee the stated volume of air when in- 
stalled under normal ventilating condi- 
tions. Fans with a “‘free air” or less than 
1, inch of water-pressure rating will 
drop off” in air-moving capacity when 
installed in the barn 

Fan capacity is rated in cubic feet per 
minute. The speed, size, number, and 
type of blades, size of motor, and _ pres- 
sure rating all have an effect on its ca- 
pacity. So ¢ hoose the size and number of 
fans by fitting their capacities to the 
ventilation requirements of the livestock. 

Plan your total fan capacity with the 
help of this table. 


Cow 70-100 cubic feet of air per minute. 


Sow and litter —26 cubic feet of air per 


minute, 
Hog — 15-18 cubic feet of air per minute. 


Hen 1-2 cubie feet of air per minute. 


Locate fans at least 10 feet from any 


inlet and away from prevailing winds 


Two-volume or continuous ventila- 
tion. Arrange the fans and thermostatic 
settings so there will be some ventilation at 
all times. You can do this in larger build- 
ings by using one small fan and one larger 
one, Or perhaps a 2- or 3-speed fan can 
best be used. In these cases, the small fan 


or low speed 4 to 9 the size of the high 


volume operates continuously When 


the inside temperature drops 5 8 degrees 
below the main thermostatic setting, a 
second thermostat shuts off even the 
small volume of ventilation 

When you use two fans, the smaller one 
should take air from near the floor. It 
can be located near the floor or near the 
ceiling if a duct is provided to the floor 
In such cases, providing an opening in the 
duct at fan height will enable you to 
make better use of the small fan for sur 
mer ventilation 

\ time clock wired in “parallel” with 
the thermostat will provide you with more 
continuous ventilation if you’re using one 
large thermostatically controlled fan 
Even though the thermostat shuts off the 
fan, the time clock will continue to ven- 
tilate the building at short intervals by 
turning on the fan periodically. When 
the temperature rises, the thermostat 
again takes over 

A third method is to provide a special 
shutter arrangement over a large contin- 
uously running exhaust fan. The shutter 
capable of partially throttling the fan, is 
operated with a thermostatically con- 
trolled unit similar to a furnace damper 
control and provides high- or low-volume 
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thermostat shuts off the fan should the

Allow one 60-square-inch 
intake for each 3-4 cows, 125 square feet 
of poultry floor area, or each 2 farrowing 
pens.

Kasy way to 


apply iodine 


Dissintecting the baby pigs’ navels can 
be done quickly and with little mess by 
applying the iodine directly from a small, 
wide-mouthed bottle. First, raise the pig 
straight up after grasping it by the front 
legs. Then press its back against your 
body. Fit the navel cord down into the

bottle of iodine. Then tip the bottle up 
and press the mouth of it against the belly 
(as pictured) so the entire navel region is 
painted without spilling the iodine. An 
ounce or so of iodine will treat several 
pigs. However, to avoid possible carrying 
of infection, you’d better use fresh iodine 
on each litter. 


Lead kills hogs 


Every once in a while we’re reminded 
that paint needn’t be involved to cause 
lead poisoning of swine. In one case two 
shoats were poisoned by an old piece of 
linoleum. On another farm several pigs 
were affected after cating some old bat- 
teries that had been thrown into a “sink- 
hole”’ in the pasture. The stuff is danger- 
ous in any form, so look out for lead! 


More on leptospirosis 


Not long ago we visited a farm where 
more than a dozen calves had been abort- 
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ed at about four months. The herd was 

free of Bang’s, and the owner thought 

something like vibriosis or trichomoniasis 
might be causing the trouble. However, 
an investigation showed that the abor- 
tions were caused by leptospirosis, a 
disease affecting both swine and cattle. 
As human beings can become infected by 
contact with diseased animals, you'll do 
well to watch out for leptospirosis
